One degree but 1 percent 

As so many veterans 
struggle to find their way 
baek home and then at 
home to find their way 
into new lives, we must 
pause, espeeially during 
the holiday season, and 
ask what we ean do. 

With pride, we boast that New Hamp- 
shire is “The Primary State,” that we really 
don’t know a eandidate till we’ve met him 
or her at least twiee. We further elaim that 
we’re a state of “one degree of separation,” 
or possibly two. If you don’t know some- 
one personally, you know someone who 
does. These are values that we treasure and 
that make our state speeial. 

Yet when it eomes to veterans, the oppo- 
site is often the ease. Fewer than 1 pereent 
of our fellow Amerieans have served in 
U.S. military engagements over the last 
25 years. Sadly, many of us are most like- 
ly to know veterans only through media 
stories of post-traumatie stress disorder, 
insuffieient medieal serviees for them or, 
tragieally, of instanees where suieide or 
violenee has been the outlet for suffering 
and anger. 

In earlier wars, a greater pereentage 
served, and our families, if not having a 
vet ourselves, knew our neighbors who did. 
Sueh is not the ease today. 

Yes, when we eneounter a vet with a 
baseball eap naming his squadron or ship, 
or when we meet a uniformed serviee per- 
son, we may say, “Thank you for your 
serviee.” But so mueh more is owed them. 

At the same time, however, almost none 
of the vets would say she or he is “owed” 
anything. Instead, as one veteran put it on 
the PBS News Hour reeently, “Vets are 
just ordinary people who were plaeed in 
extraordinary situations.” I would add, 
“And often performed extraordinarily.” 

Howard Sehultz, CEO of Starbueks, is 
setting the eourse by eommitting to hire 
10,000 vets. Here in New Hampshire, our 
goal might be more modest given our size. 
But whatever the number or the pereent- 
age, more is truly owed these brave men 
and women who have been and are still the 
spine of our nation. 

What will our distinetive New Hamp- 
shire approaeh be?

Plans going to pot? 

A proposal for a $2 million 
12,600-square-foot medical mar- 
ijuana facility at 38 Beede Hill 
Road in Epping that would serve 
Belknap, Rockingham and Straf- 
ford counties is facing questions 
and some criticism from resi- 
dents and town officials. Dennis 
Acton, a Fremont resident, can- 
cer survivor and proponent of 
legalizing medical marijuana, 
unveiled his plan to the Epping 
Board of Selectmen last week, 
the Union Leader reported. The 
state legislature legalized med- 
ical marijuana last year, and 
Acton said this is the first plan 
to go public before a municipal 
board since then. 

The project needs approval 
from the town’s planning board 
as well as a license from the state 
Department of Health and Human 
Services, which administers the 
program, before it can move for- 
ward. The state will license up to 
four alternative treatment centers 
to legally cultivate and dispense 
medical marijuana, according to 
the Union Leader, and the first 
license will likely be issued by 
Jan. 20. If all goes well, Acton 
said he would like to open his 
facility by next summer. 

State law requires that these 
centers operate as nonprofits, 
and Acton is currently in the pro- 
cess of establishing a nonprofit 
charitable corporation to over- 
see the center, the Union Leader 
reported. 

Some selectmen and residents 
worry that the bedroom com- 
munity of Epping is not a good 
place for such a facility, citing 
safety and “lack of management 
skill” as key concerns. Epping 
Police Chief Michael Wallace 
said his department doesn’t have 
the manpower to regularly moni- 
tor security cameras at the center, 
according to the Union Leader. 

There will be an informational 
meeting with the planning board 
Dec. 11, and a site plan could go 
before the board Jan. 8. 

Prison space 

It hasn’t even been built yet, 
but the new $3 8-million women’s 
prison in Concord might already 
be too small. According to 
WMUR, officials are concerned 
that they have underestimated 


how big the prison needs to be. 
It’s designed to hold 224 inmates; 
right now there are 220 women in 
prison in the state. 

Jeff Lyons, spokesman for the 
Department of Corrections, said 
the population of incarcerated 
women will be trending upward 
for the next year, WMUR report- 
ed. But officials said they’re 
working toward reducing the 
prison population overall by 
increasing community-based 
treatment options for nonviolent 
offenders. 

The Goffstown prison will 
close when the new women’s 
prison is completed in the fall of 
2016, WMUR reported. 

Apparent murder-suicide 

A man and a woman were 
found dead in Nashua on Nov. 
30, and authorities are calling it a 
murder-suicide, according to the 
Union Leader. 

A woman’s body was found 
at the Baldwin Street Bridge the 
night of Nov. 29. The other body 
was found about 200 yards away, 
at 1 Hutchinson St., where the 
couple reportedly lived together. 

Jeffrey A. Strelzin, senior 
assistant attorney general, said 
Nashua police responded to 1 
Hutchinson St. shortly after the 
woman’s body was found; a man 
was alone inside, with multiple 
firearms, refusing to come out. 

Nashua’s SWAT team was dis- 
patched to the Hutchinson Street 
home, where officers tried to 
persuade the man to come out 
of the home. Around 7:30 a.m. 
on Nov. 30, Strezlin said, the 
SWAT team entered the home 
after throwing tear gas canisters 
inside. They found the man dead, 
allegedly from a self-inflicted 
gunshot wound, the Union Lead- 
er reported. 

Names of the man and woman 
have not been officially released, 
but the Nashua city government 
website list the owner of of the 
home as Meg Halley. Phone 
records for 1 Hutchinson St. list 
Halley and Allen Rediker as res- 
idents, according to the Union 
Leader. 

Norelli bids adieu 

Just about 18 years ago, Terie 
Norelli was newly elected Dem- 
ocratic representative from 


Portsmouth. Her last day as speak- 
er of the New Hampshire House 
and as state rep was Dec. 2. The 
new Legislature was sworn in the 
next day without Norelli, who 
didn’t run for re-election. Norel- 
li ’s last official duty as speaker of 
the New Hampshire House was 
overseeing the orientation of new 
legislators, according to seacoas- 
tonline.com. 

Norelli was the first Dem- 
ocratic woman speaker of the 
House in the state’s history, and 
the first Democratic speaker in 
84 years, seacoastonline report- 
ed. Norelli said that legislation 
she is proud of includes legalized 
gay marriage, expanded Medic- 
aid and kindergarten in the public 
schools. 

Trees for Troops 

Gov. Maggie Hassan visited the 
Society for the Protection of New 
Hampshire Forests Rocks Christ- 
mas Tree Farm in Bethlehem on 
Dec. 1 and loaded local trees for 
shipment to military bases across 
the country as part of the nation- 
wide Trees for Troops program. 
Trees from 30 growers in New 
Hampshire and Vermont were 
collected to be sent to U.S. mili- 
tary families at home and abroad, 
according to a press release. More 
than 450 trees were loaded into a 
FedEx trailer for delivery to Fort 
Knox in Kentucky. Hassan also 
cut a Christmas tree at Rocks 
Farm. She was assisted by Julie 
Ferland and her son Christopher, 
2, of Sugar Hill. That tree will be 
sent to Ferland’s husband Kyle, 
who is serving in the Navy aboard 
the US S Carl Vinson.

The bridge was 
slated to remain open until construction of its 
replacement, set to start this spring. Federal 
dollars are supposed to pay for 80 percent of 
the $10 million project, but according to the

Frank Carpenter’s insight 

Carpenter Memorial Library building in Manchester turns 100

In 1908, when it was discovered that the 
Manchester City Library’s Franklin Street 
location was infested with termites, library 
trustee and Amoskeag Paper Mill Pres- 
ident Frank P. Carpenter decided it was 
time for something sturdier that would 
last. Construction began in 1912, and by 
1914, the new building was completed in 
an Italian Renaissance Revival style, with 
bright sunny spaces for reading and, rev- 
olutionary at its time, a children’s room. 

Last it did; the Carpenter Memo- 
rial Library building turned 100 this 
November. 

It was a long, two-year celebration, 
expanded to commemorate the two years it 
took to build the Carpenter building. From 
2012 through 2014, there were lectures on 
the history and construction of the building; 
tours led by the Manches- 
ter Historic Association; 
and banners, historical 
artifacts and “What we 
were reading in 1914” 
displays decorating the 
entrance. 

At the grand finale 
event Nov. 19, procla- 
mations were made by 
Mayor Ted Gatsas, State 
Librarian Michael York 
and Senators Kelly Ayo- 
tte and Jeanne Shaheen. 

Everything and everyone 
else necessary for a 100- 
year party was there too, 
including past and pres- 
ent staff members and 
Manchester Public Tele- 
vision, which taped the 
event. Library trustees. Carpenter family 
members, politicians and patrons glowed 


about how good the building looked and 
were awed by the new decorations. 

One addition is a Lego replica by David 
Gwon that is so exact, there are scattered 
green roof tiles representing the copper 
that’s colored with age. 
Another is a blown-up 
portrait of Mrs. Eleno- 
ra Blood Carpenter, who 
died in 1 9 1 0 and to whom 
the building was dedicat- 
ed on Nov. 18, 1914, in 
front of a 5,000-person 
crowd. Downstairs, cards 
with phrases like “Happy 
Birthday Public Library” 
in kids’ scrawl decorate a 
side hallway. 

The birthday events 
involved a lot of planning. 

“It’s been a really long 
year, but staff helped out 
with everything,” library 
director Denise van 
Zanten said in a phone 
interview. “It’s been a 
real group effort to pull everything off.” 
The makeup of the building has changed 


a bit since its 1914 inception, and deputy 
director Dee Santoso pointed out some of 
these differences during a tour through the 
state’s physically largest public library, 
which she gives often to patrons, new 
Americans and people who’ve just never 
been to the library before. 

“It is a pretty big, impressive building, 
so it’s hard to know just where to go,” 
Santoso said during the tour. 

Today, the information desk personnel 
primarily answer technological questions, 
and in addition to physical books, there 
are audiobooks, ebooks and 90 comput- 
ers (including staff computers). There’s 
also more seating — locals use the space 
for reading, entertainment, computer 
access and cultural history, and program- 
ming includes everything from teen and 
kids’ events to lectures, theater and film 
screenings. 

But Santoso says it’s remarkable to 
look back to Carpenter’s foresight. Even 
though there wasn’t enough inventory to 
fill the space in 1908, he knew there would 
be. 

“We have about 250,000 titles,” Santoso 
said. “And that fluctuates monthly.” 


Carpenter was quite particular on the 
construction as well. 

“There is a very thick ‘specifications’ 
for the building that Mr. Carpenter put 
together for his architects, who were 
Edward R. Tilton and Edgar A.R New- 
comb,” van Zantan said in an email. “Mr. 
Carpenter detailed the mixing of the plas- 
ter as well as the fixture to be used.” 

In addition to all the modem convenienc- 
es of the time, like electricity, an elevator 
and a dumbwaiter, there was a children’s 
room, which was unheard of in its day. 

“Children were to be seen and not heard. 
Public libraries in the early 1900s didn’t 
have services for children. Libraries were 
for adult education,” van Zanten said. 

Visitors can still appreciate the beau- 
ty of the space. Van Zanten remembers 
the first day she walked into the doors for 
the interview; just standing in the rotun- 
da, you can see ornately decorated walls 
and a detailed skylight that brightens 
the entrance. The floors are marble, the 
woodwork oak, and the building itself is 
constructed of steel beams, granite, mar- 
ble, brick and concrete. 

Carpenter spared no expense on the 
building; he spent about $355,000, which 
equates to about $8.5 million today. A por- 
trait of the builder and philanthropist still 
greets guests in the space that’s constant- 
ly changing depending on patrons’ needs, 
ready for 100 more years. 

“Public libraries have always been 
really good at reinventing their servic- 
es to meet the needs of the community,” 
van Zanten said. “They were first in line 
to offer Internet access for free. ... After 
Christmas, we’ll have classes about using 
new ebooks or tablets. We’ve had to take 
on more of a teaching role as well. . . . But 
books aren’t going anywhere. People still 
like the tactile feeling of reading a book 
in bed.” M

Model citizen 

Former hospital CEO receives Chamber award in Concord 

In November, the Greater Concord Chamber of Commerce named former Concord 
Hospital CEO Mike Green the 2014 Citizen of the Year. A native Concord resident, 
Green retired in late 2013 after two decades as CEO. He spoke with the Hippo 
recently about the hospital’s progress over the past 20 years, the Concord com- 
munity and what he thinks lies ahead for Concord Hospital. 


Ibu were just named Citizen of 
0 the Year by the Greater Concord 
Chamber, What was that like? 

" It was very much an honor and 
certainly a humbling experience. I 
know that there are many deserving people in 
the greater Concord community, being some- 
one that grew up in that community. 

Did you get any hints that you were going 
to be this yearns winner? 

Well it was hard for them to keep it entirely 
a secret because I was going to be in Florida 
at the time of the event, so they actually did a 
wonderful job engaging my wife, Andrea . . . 
but I certainly had some suspicion as to what 
it was all about. We had to arrange to fly back 
to New Hampshire for the event. 

Your ties to Concord predate your time as 
CEO, correct? 

I grew up in Concord, went to high school 
in Concord, and ended up going to college 
at Dartmouth. And after college I actually 
worked in Concord for a couple of years. I 
joined the Navy the same time as I went to 
grad school, then we moved around a fair 
amount. And frankly it was really good for- 
tune that I ended up back in Concord. The 
opportunity arose at probably the exact right 
time in my career. ... It was really very fortu- 
itous for me and it was a great opportunity to 
become a CEO in a community I knew and a 
state I grew up in. It was really very special to 
have the opportunity to be the leader of Con- 
cord Hospital. 

What progress or programs are you most 
proud of during your time as CEO? 

Boy, there were just so many. If you talk 
about memorable experiences, the first 
was the most difficult I’ve ever had in my 
career. When I got there [Concord Hospital], 
because of a combination of reasons and dra- 
matic changes in the industry ... we had seen 
a precipitous decrease and we were losing 
money at the hospital. I had been there a year

What is the most important initiative fac- 
ing Concord Hospital going forward? 

I think it’s probably community-based 
health care. The emphasis on trying to keep 
people healthy, trying to develop systems so 
those with chronic illnesses . . . can be cared 
for without required hospitalization by using 
a combination of electronic records, health 
coaches, relying on the relationship with 
Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion to keep people out of the hospital because 
they’re better at home than at a hospital set- 
ting. ... It’s good for the population because 
the emphasis is on health rather than illness. 

How have you filled your time since retir- 
ing last year? 

It’s been a good transition for me. My wife 
and I spend more time in Florida in the win- 
ter now. I’ve concentrated on my own health 
by getting my own physical activity, golfing 
with my wife, riding a bike. I’ve been able 
to be more physically active. I’m fortunate 
that I get to continue to sit on a number of 
boards in New Hampshire . . . and by virtue 
of being around those boards and a number 
of committees I continue to stay intellectually 
engaged and active. I’m in New Hampshire 
at least once or twice a month for board meet- 
ings and committee meetings. That’s really 
helped with the transition. . . . We also love 
to travel so we’ll travel more. We have three 
children, and the children are spread through- 
out the country, so this will give us more of an 
opportunity to visit them.

SPORTS DAVE LONG’S LONGSHOTS 



Sox spend big, but how wisely? 


Tails were wagging 
and imaginations on 
overload when the Red 
Sox signed Pablo Sando- 
val and Hanley Ramirez 
for big dough right before 
Thanksgiving. That had 
many giddy beeause it gave them more hit- 
ting, espeeially at third base, whieh was badly 
needed, and the large outlay of eash suggests 
they were off their pereeived fiscal diet and 
back to spending freely. 

But Tm not so sure it’s as big a home run 
as many think. On paper the hitting looks 
like it will be better than 2014, when they 
scored the fewest runs in the AT. But may- 
be Tm the only one with a memory around 
here, because didn’t many goof on the 
Tigers’ all-hit, no-field, no-mobility softball- 
team-like roster (albeit with good pitching) 
after the Sox vanquished them in the 2013 
playoffs? That’s what they look like at the 
moment. There’s also the stark similarity of 
the euphoric reaction for these moves to the 
reaction there was when Carl Crawford 
and Adrian Gonzalez arrived, and we all 
know how that turned out. 

So here’s my problem with what’s going 
on: What’s the plan? If you look at what’s 
gone on since the Bobby Valentine fiasco of 
2012, there doesn’t seem to be one. 

For 2013 it was dump salary in lieu of 
short-term deals diXiAjust as importantly, for 
guys with solid, team-first attitudes. The pay- 
off was a team that gigantically over-achieved 
as they won the World Series. For 2014 it was 
stick with the no-long-term deals for over 30 
players, so Jacoby Ellsbury, Jarrod Saltal- 
amacchia and Stephen Drew walked, with 
disastrous results as the young guys at short 
and center didn’t deliver in the way they were 
being counted on to. Although neither did 
Drew when they panicked and brought him 
back in May before dumping him again in 
July. They also forgot about the attitude thing, 
as surly A. J. Pierzynski, brought in to catch, 
was gone by July partly because his nasty 


attitude ran counter to the 2013 karma Salty 
helped develop. Plus there was market cor- 
rection on the 2013 over-achievement as they 
hit the skids. 

Now, after a second last-place finish in 
three years to put the NESN ratings in the 
toilet, for 2015 it’s back to longer deals for 
Sandoval, a solid 28-year-old with a win- 
ning background but questionable body for 
a five-year deal; Rusney Castillo, a Cuban 
who’s never played in the majors or any- 
where for that matter in the last year in a 
half; and Hanley Ramirez, who’ll be play- 
ing a position he’s never played before and 
who brings a history of maturity issues. All 
of which has them overloaded with hitters 
and outfielders at the expense of pitching. 
So I don’t know about you, but to me this 
falls somewhere between a large overreac- 
tion and flat out panic, rather than being a 
reasoned plan. 

The good news is they’re not done yet. So 
I’ll reserve judgment until the reconstruc- 
tion is done. And it should be interesting, 
since between all the extra hitters and 
young pitching they’ve got at least 12 peo- 
ple to make deals with by my count. Of 
course, since they need two top-tier starters 
and two good bullpen pitchers they have a 
long way to go. There’s also the problem of 
who’ll play and where in their current jum- 
bled mess of an outfield. Plus, who’s going 
to bat lead-off? So here are a few more 
thoughts moving forward: 

Spending a Lot and Spending Wise- 
ly are Not the Same Thing: Correct me if 
I’m wrong, but the Phillies and Red Sox had 
top five 2014 payrolls and still came in last 
place, right? That also suggests that the Sox 
“stopped spending big” was a myth. The Yan- 
kees dropped nearly $500 million last winter 
trying to spend their way out of their recent 
playoff drought and missed them again, while 
the $223 million Dodgers were an easy out 
for the Cards in the NLDS. Meanwhile the 
last five Series winners had smaller payrolls 
than the 2015 Sox. Finally 1 8 teams had high- 


er payrolls than 2014 AT champ Kansas City. 
So, while how much helps, how you spend 
matters more — and to that point, after hitting 
just 13 homers and driving in 71, isn’t giving 
Ramirez four years at $22 million per a little 
nuts especially when you throw in the recent 
injury history? 

Biggest Need: What those five Series win- 
ners had were Madison Bumgarner, Matt 
Cain, Chris Carpenter and John Lester — 
aces to anchor a staff in the postseason. All 
except Carp, a bargain basement pick-up for 
St. Louis after being non-tendered in Toron- 
to due to injury, came up the cheaper way 
through their own systems, which means the 
Sox should be careful who they let go in any 
winter deal. This means they have to win the 
Lester sweepstakes, which may already be 
over. If they affordably did, they have their 
ace and all it cost was money. Then the sec- 
ond top pitcher can come via a trade. 

Proposed Trade: Here’s a three-way deal 
to get that. Seattle gets Yoenis Cespedes to 
provide the power bat they need. Cincinna- 
ti gets Seattle righty Hisashi Iwakuma, who 
is under contractual control for three years, 
to replace free agent-to-be Johnny Cueto 
along with Anthony Ranaudo and a choice 
of Will Middlebrooks, Gavin Cecchini or 
Brock Holt. Boston gets Cueto. 

Second Biggest Need: With Ramirez 
in left and Shane Victorino likely in right 
if Cespedes is traded, they’ll need a good 
fourth outfielder because between those two 
he’ll get 80 starts. That should be Mookie 
Betts, who can lead off and be a super util- 
ity player this year while easing into being 
the 2015 left fielder when Ramirez moves to 
first base after Mike Napoli’s contract is up. 

Even if they get the needed pitching the 
process may not be done. Given all the 
remaining duplicative hitting and young 
pitchers, the team-building may continue 
into the season — which should make for 
good rumors and interesting times.

We’ve also tried to pinpoint the things 
that are just truly terrible about the sea- 
son — driving in the snow, the eold, no 
beaeh, the eold, no eamping, the eold — 
and taekle them direetly. We’ve got ear 
prep information, hot drink reeipes, warm 
elothing tips and ideas to bring summer 
aetivities inside so that when the winter 
finally does melt away, you might even be 
a bit sad to see it go. 


Step 1: Wwiervie ymr 
wardrobe. 

Dry means warm. Synthetie means warm. 
A waterproof level of 10,000 means warm. 

And warm means you’re more likely to 
soak up that vitamin D and enjoy the fresh, 
outdoor air. The reason, in Taylor’s words: 
Onee you’re eold, you’re done. Take Tay- 
lor’s tips for your long, outdoor exeursions 
through the woods, on the slopes or even 
during your luneh break walks.

• Look for waterproof ratings. Most 
manufacturers describe the waterproof 
breathability of fabrics using two numbers. 
The first is in millimeters, and it describes 
how waterproof a fabric is. Anything under 
5,000 is not great; it can maybe withstand 
light rain, dry snow with no pressure. 
Something 16,000 mm or more, on the oth- 
er hand, withstands heavy rain and wet 
snow. 

“The higher the number, the longer it 
will stay dry on a really bad day,” Taylor 
said. “If you’re not dry, you’re not warm.” 

The second number measures how 
breathable the fabric is and indicates 
how many grams of water vapor can 
pass through a square meter of the fabric 
from the inside to the outside in a 24-hour 
period. The larger the number, the more 
breathable the fabric. 

• Pick warm materials. With some 
jackets you’ll see the word GORE-TEX, 
a material engineered to be windproof, 
waterproof and breathable. (This materi- 
al will have great waterproof breathability 
numbers; always wear as an outside shell.) 
Fleece and wool are also durable after 
becoming wet; however, fleece is generally 
lighter. Anything synthetic is generally fine 
when it gets wet (by snow, rain or sweat), 
while something that’s goose down will be 
lighter and fluffier, but perhaps not so great 
when wet. 

• Layers are good. If you’re a fair- 
weather skier (or fair-weather outdoors 
person in general) you may not need these 
specialty items. You can’t go wrong with 
layers; they provide insulation and will 
ensure you’re always at the right temper- 
ature (again, so long as you don’t get wet). 
Tie it all together with an outer shell to 
block the wind and elements. 

• What are you doing outside? Obvi- 
ously if you’re walking from your house to 


your car, you don’t need to dress in layers 
with an outer shell and synthetic fabric. If 
you’re doing anything that involves break- 
ing a sweat, you’ll also need to calm down 
on the bulky parka. 

“If you’re cross-country skiing or snow- 
shoeing, you’re going to need lighter 
layers. At that point, it’s usually more about 
wind-cutting. In general, you’re going to 
generate a ton of heat, and you don’t want 
to build up too much sweat,” Taylor said. 

• Mittens are warmer. “If you’re real- 
ly concerned about being cold, get mittens; 
they’re warmer,” Taylor said. “Get some- 
thing that’s waterproof ... A lot of new 
ones also have hand-pockets for heaters. . . . 
For fair-weather skiers out there, you don’t 
need heavy, hard-core gloves. But if you’re 
outside all day long, a bigger, badder glove 
will keep you going all day. . . . Lots of peo- 
ple will go to the Internet to do research 
if they’re not familiar with the brand, or 
something like that. It’s tough. There’s a 
lot of knock-off stuff out there. I hate to be 
that guy, but if you want to be warm, don’t 
go to Ocean State Job Lot. You need to go 
to a place that specializes in that kind of 
equipment.”

Forget snow angels, snowmen and snow 
forts. All the rage this year are frozen bub- 
bles, snow painting and snow volcanos. 

When you blow bubbles outside — any 
brand is fine, though Karen Provost, man- 
ager of the Girls Scouts’ Camp Pathway, 
says it works best when temperatures are in 
the teens — they’ll crystalize and solidify, 
depending on how cold it is. 

“It’s fascinating — you can stick your 
finger right inside before it breaks,” Pro- 
vost said. 

After that, try for some snow painting. 
Provost shared two styles her campers and 
kids have enjoyed. One is “snow painting” 
on trees. 

“You can make faces on the trees with 
snow,” she said. “Take the snow, pack it on 


the trees, make the eyes, nose, mouth, hair, 
beard — this past winter we did it at camp, 
and all the trees down the paths had faces 
on them.” 

You can also snow paint with food 
coloring. 

“Dilute food coloring in a spray or squirt 
bottle. Last year at winter camp, we made 
a huge mound of snow and called it Mount 
Tie Dye,” Provost said. 

Another idea: Transfer your water bottle 
science experiment to a mound of snow. 

Dig a small hole at the top of the volcano 
tip and place a cup on it. Add baking soda 
and a few drops of food coloring or wash- 
able watercolors to the cup, which acts as 
the volcano’s core. Have the kids pour in 
vinegar and enjoy the show.

Step 3: Tackle winter 
driving.. 

Bill Boynton from the Department of 
Transportation says there’s really one big 
thing you can do to ensure you feel safer on 
the roads this winter: Prepare. 

“Even though New Hampshire is a small 
state, people tend to commute long distanc- 
es to work, whether it’s south of the border 
or across the state,” Boynton said. “We’re 
having people drive in conditions they nev- 
er used to drive in. They don’t stay home in 
storms anymore.” 

• Prepare your car. If you don’t drive 
an SUV, you can 
winter-friendly 
your automobile by 
installing snow tires 
or studded tires. 
Check that your 
windshield wip- 
er fluid is meant for 
winter (that summer 
stuff freezes!), and 
you can get heavy- 
duty wipers for icy 

precipitation as well. 

“You should be doing everything you 
can, from testing your anti-freeze and the 
air pressure of your tires to making sure 
you have a scraper in your car and that your 
battery is in good condition. There’s poten- 
tial every day for something to happen,” 
Boynton said. 

• Pack an emergency kit. It should 
include jumper cables, flashlights, a blan- 
ket, a charged cell phone and a scraper. 
Having salt, sand and a shovel could be 
handy too, in case you get stuck. If you 
really want to prepare for the worst, be sure 
to keep extra clothes, bottled water, match- 
es and necessary medication in your kit.

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• Check the weather. The nice thing 
about being on this side of the Internet and 
social media is you can use it to help you get 
home safely. DOT often tweets about road 
issues like car crashes, weather conditions 
and construction work (@NHDOTI93, @ 
NHDOTNH 101, @NewHampshireDOT, 
@NHDOTI89, etc.). There’s also a regu- 
larly updated Facebook page and a 24-hour 
working Transportation Management Cen- 
ter that communicates condition warnings. 

• Leave time. Prepare for your commute 
by leaving time — lots of time — to get 
from point A to point B. 

“While we do an exceptional job in New 
Hampshire of clearing the roads, when it’s 
snowing we can’t guarantee dry pavement. 
People need to plan on that and take extra 
time and not expect to go full highway 
speeds to get to their destination,” Boyn- 
ton said. 

Leave time to defrost and scrape your 
car (as Boynton reminded during the inter- 
view, it’s the law), and leave extra space 
between you and the car in front of you to 
enable extra space for braking. 

“We can’t be everywhere at once,” Boyn- 
ton said. “Air and pavement temperature 
can fluctuate across different elevations. It 
can be clear and dry on 1-89 by Warner, and 
then, all of a sudden, there’s mixed precip- 
itation. You can’t be in a hurry.” 

• Know your brakes. Are they antilock? 
Or do you drive an older model? 

“One of the biggest improvements [in 
cars] is anti-lock brakes. It used to be that 
if you slammed down on your brakes, your 
vehicle would slide,” Boynton said. 

With anti-lock brakes, you don’t need 
to pump; they’re activated when the tires 
are turning at a certain speed relative to the 
vehicle’s speed and “pump” the brakes for 
the driver, as described on AAA’s website. 

“It’s important to be familiar with how 


your brakes work. It’s not a bad idea to test 
them out in a large parking lot area, espe- 
cially if the vehicle hasn’t been driven in 
winter conditions before,” Boynton said. 

Also, know what your car can do. Can 
you switch gears and avoid stepping on 
the brakes altogether? And remember from 
driver’s ed: If you find yourself beginning 
to skid, don’t brake; instead, take your foot 
off the accelerator and turn your car into 
the direction you want your front wheels 
to go. 

• Know your roads. “Conditions vary 
a lot in New Hampshire,” Boynton said. 
“We have a high freeze-thaw cycle here. 
We have a lot of situations in which it will 
move from above to below freezing over 
the course of one day.” 

Just because it’s raining and the air tem- 
perature is above freezing doesn’t mean 
ice can’t collect on the roads. Pavement 
temperature could easily still be below 32 
degrees, in which case the rain will freeze 
as it hits the ground. 

Remember that roads at higher eleva- 
tions may be worse than roads at lower 
elevations, and that roads in the shade may 
be icier than roads warming in the sun. It’s 
not a bad idea to keep alternative routes in 
mind, ones that are typically better plowed 
or less hilly. 

• Realize that your SUV isu’t iuviuci- 

ble. Boynton says people in New England 
often underestimate those 1 to 2 inches of 
snow that aren’t quite enough of an excuse 
to skip out on work or school. In fact, he 
says DOT sees more cars off the road in 
those conditions than during big storms 
with statewide coverages and warnings 
made three days in advance. 

• Stay behind a plow. Boynton advises 
against trying to pass them; if you collide 
with a plow, you’re probably going to lose.

Step V; Hrinq, the outdoors 
indoors. 

There are some wonderful aetivities 
you just ean’t do in the snow. So we talk- 
ed to Karen Provost, manager of Camp 
Pathway with the Girl Seouts. Provost 
is the mom of two grown ehildren, has 
served as a troop leader and boasts a 
degree in eommunity and outdoor reere- 
ation. She jokes she’s like a “professional 
kid” with no shortage of ideas on how to 
bring favorite summer aetivities indoors. 

“You ean take almost anything from 
the outdoors and bring it in. You just 
need to tone it down,” Provost said. 

• Pack a picnic. Pack a lunch together 
and “hike” through the house to the per- 
fect picnic location. Spread your blanket 
and enjoy some picnic activities. (Stuck 
on ideas? Sing songs while you search 
for a spot. Go on a color hike, in which 
you give each person a crayon and ask 
him or her to find as many things as pos- 
sible to match that crayon’s color.) 

When Provost’s kids were younger, 
she took them on such a venture. They 
had packed their lunch, and the last thing 
Provost threw in were Fig Newtons. 

“When I opened the lunch basket, I 
said, ‘Let’s have dessert first.’ My kids 
looked at me as though I had sprung 
three extra heads,” she said. “We were 
going to eat the cookies anyway, but it 
was memorable because it was out of the 
ordinary.” 

• Camp inside. Got a tent? Sleeping 
bag? Flashlight? There’s no reason you 
can’t try the camping experience indoors. 
Pitch the tent in your basement (or bed- 
room, living room, etc.), and build your 
fire in a fireplace or with a collection of 


candles huddled together. Toast marsh- 
mallows over the fire (you can do this if 
you have a gas stove), in the microwave 
or on a grill (Provost says many S’ more 
kits include what are like small hibachi 
grills to roast on). 

Afterward, tell campfire stories. 
Either let the adults lead or get the kids 
talking by making a storytelling web. 
To do this, take string or yarn, have the 
participants sit in a circle and add one or 
two sentences to the tale while holding 
the string, then toss it to someone else. 

• Hold an indoor Olympics. For dis- 
cus, throw a paper plate for distance. 
For javelin, a straw. For the 100-meter 
dash, contestants must scoot across the 
floor while lying inside a sleeping bag. 
For hurdles, make a “track” with obsta- 
cles, blindfold one contestant and make 
him or her move through these hurdles 
with verbal direction from a partner. 
Long jump and high jump will be mea- 
sured differently — long jumpers will 
jump while standing in place, and high 
jumpers’ heights will be measured by 
how high they can stick masking tape 
on a wall. Enhance the event by holding 
opening and closing ceremonies and cre- 
ating teams. 

• Have a beach day. “My junior 
troop used to host overnight trips at the 
YMCA. We’d do games, crafts, swim 
and then sleep in the gym,” Provost said. 
Some towns (Portsmouth, for instance) 
have public indoor swimming facili- 
ties, and many hotels with pools allow 
non-customer swimmers for a small fee. 
YMCAs (in Londonderry, the Seacoast, 
Goffstown, Merrimack, Concord, etc.) 
and some workout venues (the Workout 
Club in Salem, for instance) also allow 
drop-ins for a fee. 
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Step 5: afresh with a 
detidom hoi beverage. 

There’s something about having a 
warm drink in the wintertime. 

“You hold it and it warms your hands 
up,” said Stephanie Zinser, True Brew 
Barista owner in Coneord, at her Con- 
eord shop. “[Making warm drinks is] 
something you ean do when your friends 
are over. I think that’s what gets me 
through winter.” 

Zinser provided information about the 
business’s most popular fall hot drink, 
ehaider (see below), and a few ideas 
on how to spiee up your holiday hot 
beverage. 

“We also do a eider with fireball [whis- 
key]. ... Cider is loeal, and it’s special 
because you can’t get it all year round,” 
Zinser said. “A lot of people use rum 
with eggnog, but amaretto with egg- 
nog is something you could easily do at 
home. You could warm it up and make it 
a hot latte drink. We make Almond Joy 
lattes, which include amaretto, coconut 
rum and chocolate liquor. We make it as 
a latte and put espresso in it and foam 
milk on top.” 

Also popular in the winter are Irish 
coffees (hot coffee, Irish whiskey, cream 
and sugar) and the Robert James, which 
contains white chocolate Godiva and 
butterscotch schnapps. 

Monica Poulin from Republic Cafe 
offered a recipe for a hot toddy (not on 
the menu right now, though they’ll serve 
customers who ask about it). 

The recipe is a sipper, not a guzzler, 
with citrus and spice, brandy, sugar and 
honey. 

Poulin expects it will clear up any sort 
of head cold. Its origins are Scottish, and 
when served, it’s like a very strong spicy 
lemonade. 

Republic also provided a cider recipe 
that contains alcohol. 

Anything with cider, Poulin said, is a 
crowd-pleaser, as it’s sweet and local, dtb

Love letter to New York 

Local illustrator draws a big-city cat

In 2009, New York City mourned the 
death of a 22-year-old stray eat named Pret- 
ty Boy. 

The New York Times ran an obituary 
about the fluffy white feline, nieknamed 
the “Mayor of East Seventh Street,” who 
lived between a pet store and a hair salon 
and made regular rounds among East Vil- 
lage shops. He was a “dignified” old eat 
with a “eonfident swagger,” and loeals 
were devastated. 

“It was an ineredibly lovely human inter- 
est story,” Mont Vernon-based illustrator 
Jill Weber said in a reeent phone interview. 

Pretty Boy was the inspiration for 
Weber’s most reeent projeet, an illustrat- 
ed ehildren’s book ealled Cat in the City. It 
was written by Julie Salamon, a New York- 
based writer who also eollaborated with 
Weber for a 1996 projeet ealled The Christ- 
mas Tree, a New York Times bestseller that 
year. 

It was an industry friend who devised 
the idea of making Pretty Boy a ehildren’s 
book eharaeter. She sent Weber the artiele, 
and Weber liked the eoneept; she’d lived in 
New York before moving to New Hamp- 
shire 40 years ago, and this eould be an 
exeuse to look baek at that time. 

“I thought of Julie right away, so I sent it 
to her to see if she was interested in work- 
ing on it,” Weber said. 

Salamon wasn’t at first; she was in the 
midst of writing a biography about play- 
wright Wendy Wasserstein, and she didn’t

initially feel there was enough to the story. 
It was eute, for sure, but it would be a very 
short book. 

But Weber was busy too; she was work- 
ing on a pieture book 
that told the story of 
Hanukkah. 

Shortly after the prop- 
osition, Salamon ealled 
Weber baek. 

“I just eouldn’t stop 
thinking about the eat,” 

Salamon said. 

There were a few rea- 
sons. For one, she was 
going to be faeing an 
empty nest soon, and 
she figured she might 
as well fill it with a new 
projeet. Cats also play 
a speeial role in Sal- 
amon ’s relationship with New York, whieh 
she deseribed in a Sept. 5 New York Times 
artiele, “Filling the Empty Nest With Ani- 
mals.” She’d moved to the big eity after 
eollege, but it wasn’t until she and her now- 
husband found a eat on the roof of their

tiny studio that New York began to feel like 
home. 

The projeet beeame a 192-page book. 
Cat in the City, whieh was published in 
September. Its protago- 
nist is still a white eity 
eat named Pretty Boy, 
but Salamon drew from 
other stories as well. 

“At the same time, I 
was playing with anoth- 
er idea, whieh involved 
a young boy and his old 
eello teaeher,” Salamon 
said. “I think I was also 
really kind of visiting 
my life in New York. I 
eame from a town that 
had 800 people in it. 
My son jokes that he 
had more kids in his 
high sehool graduating elass than I had in 
my whole town. My whole life, living here. 
I’ve always been very intent on finding my 
little eommunity.” 

Cat in the City is about finding your way 
in the big eity — as a eat, kid or new resi- 


dent — but its making was unusual as far as 
books go. For one, there was no deadline. 

“Julie said to me, ‘Let’s for onee in our 
lives not have something that has a horrible 
deadline.’ It’s a luxury,” Weber said. “Most 
people don’t understand that, the minute 
you say yes, you’re oeeupied 24 hours a 
day.” 

The physieal makeup is also distinet. It’s 
geared toward ehildren ages 8 to 12, but it’s 
also nearly 200 pages and eontains glossy 
pages with bright, eolorful illustrations, 
many from a “below-the-knee” eat’s eye 
perspeetive. 

Weber beeame sentimental about the 
story as well. Publisher’s Weekly ealled 
Weber’s Cat in the City art “little love let- 
ters” to the Big Apple. When she was in 
New York, she lived below Little Italy and 
walked under the Washington Square areh 
twiee a day to get to her publishing job. 
That areh deeorates the eover. 

“I love New York, and it made me happy 
to reereate the eity I remember and love,” 
Weber said. 

Also unusual during the book’s ereation 
was the eommunieation between Weber 
and Salamon. 

“I don’t usually work with my authors 
in dialogue,” Weber said. “Usually editors 
ehoose you beeause they like your style. 
Julie and I worked together a lot. I’d send 
her a ehapter [illustration] and then we’d 
talk about it. ... Usually the author and 
illustrator don’t ever meet in terms of ehil- 
dren’s books. It’s wonderful we had the 
luxury of starting out doing something we 
absolutely loved without any outside pres- 
sure at all,” Weber said. 

The book has been reeeived well, Sal- 
amon said. 

“The essential message is both about the 
diffieulty and pleasure of building a eom- 
munity and finding friends,” she said. “The 
main eharaeters are eats and dogs, but there 
are ehildren in the book. There’s an old 
man eello teaeher and he beeomes a very 
prominent eharaeter in the book. ... I think 
it sort of transeends generations.” M

Saving the Rep 

Starting off fresh with The Wizard ofOz

It’s a Tuesday night at the Seaeoast Rep- 
ertory Theatre, and the ensemble for the 
eompany’s eomebaek show, The Wizard of 
Oz, is praetieing the winkie march and chant. 

There’s a no-nonsense air; the teens 
go through the choreography again and 
again after John Pirroni’s “Five, six, seven, 
eight!,” and upstairs, the Rep’s interim man- 
aging director Kathleen Cavalaro is doing 
what she’s been doing 24/7 for weeks now: 
working. 

It’s almost 10 p.m. 

They know there’s no time to spare; the 
company is still in the midst of an Indi- 
egogo campaign to “Save the Rep,” started 
weeks prior after Rep artistic director Craig 
Faulkner stepped down. The board realized 
there was no time left to put off restructuring 
the nonprofit’s 26-year-old insecure busi- 
ness model, particularly in the absence of 
Faulkner, who had worn far too many the- 
ater hats while there. 

“We literally had a meeting about wheth- 
er we should just close the Rep for good or 
launch an immediate effort,” Cavalaro says 
in her office upstairs. 

They chose the launch. 

The campaign 

The fundraising campaign (which lasts 
through Dec. 5, indiegogo.com/projects/ 
keep-the-rep-going) began Nov. 3, and the 
company asked for $50,000. 

Some of that money would go toward The 
Wizard of Oz, which runs Dec. 5 through 
Dec. 28 and features professional lead 
actors, directors, designers, etc.; Faulkner 
also agreed to direct this last show. 

The rest will help the Rep “get out of the 
big mess in front of us,” in Cavalaro’s words. 

Support was strong, and donors gave 
money both online and in person, locally and 
from afar. (Tom Bergeron of America s Fun- 
niest Home Videos and Dancing With the 
Stars tweeted about his donation on Nov. 8.) 

In the first week of the campaign, they 
garnered more than $60,000. The next goal 
is $269,000 by the end of 2015, which would 
“not only eliminate our deficit, it would 
allow us to run a substantial surplus, help 
create an endowment to insulate us fi*om 
future difficulty, hire to augment our dwin- 
dling staff and make much needed repairs,” 
according to the Indiegogo website. 

“We needed to first and foremost put 
some sort of cushion in place that would 
cover the upfront costs,” said Alan Gold, 
board president in a phone interview. “We’d 
eventually like to be able to invest back into 


the programming. In addition to mainstage, 
we have a very robust youth and teen pro- 
gram. . . . We also have a Senior Moments 
program. . . . And an adult entertainment pro- 
gram called the Red Light Series.” 

Shortly after the campaign’s start, Cavala- 
ro stepped down from her board position and 
began serving as interim managing direc- 
tor. Miles Bums, who lead the Rep’s youth 
program, took the interim artistic director 
position. 

Company and board members were quite 
moved by the community’s generosity. 

“I think the most touching moments of 
this were when kids came in to the box office 
with their allowances and emptied their pig- 
gy bank,” Cavalaro said. 

But other supporters needed convinc- 
ing. The Rep asking for money had become 
something of a cycle. They’d mn out of 
money, ask donors to help, and then get 
stuck in a mess again. 

“Eventually, the donors didn’t want to do 
that. They needed to see some sort of change 
in the stmcture,” Cavalaro said. “There have 
been a lot of people who have been on the 
fence about donating. I guess it’s because 
they’re confused about what’s going on. They 
know we’ve kind of messed up in the past, 
and want to know we have our act together 
before they contribute more money. That’s 
understandable, and I don’t blame them.” 

So she and the board have been in full dis- 
closure about their mistakes and how they’ll 
be fixed. 

How they’ll be fixed 

In short, everything is changing. 

“There wasn’t an implemented marketing 
plan,” Cavalaro said. “There wasn’t a dedicat- 
ed person for development. Or grant writing, 
fundraising campaigns. From my understand- 
ing, they’ve come and gone. . . . And in my 
opinion, the budgets have been a little loaded. 
We may need to trim those down.” 


It’s difficult being a nonprofit theater 
company, there’s no question about it; as 
the company often tells audience members, 
even if every single seat of the theater was 
filled the run of the show, it would still only 
make 67 percent of what’s needed to run the 
theater. 

Great working models do exist locally — 
The Players’ Ring, whose board Cavalaro 
was once part of, has small costs and runs 
a profit. She also pointed to the Ogunquit 
Playhouse, which has a well-executed mar- 
keting plan and an administered staff with 
clear job titles and descriptions. 

“We don’t have well-established job 
descriptions,” Cavalaro said. Faulkner’s 
work as a managing, artistic and musical 
director in past shows is one example. Busi- 
ness and art was not separate. 

“We’ve also had resident actors who get 
a salary, and who also have administrative 
jobs,” Cavalaro said. “There are times when 
there’s a big show going on, and we have a 
slim office that week because their time is 
being spent [performing].” 

Or, as Gold puts it, “When there’s a show, 
nobody opens the mail.” 

“It’s those kinds of decisions,” Cavalaro 
continued. “Should we make a clean cut so 
there’s no cross over? It’s just about restruc- 
turing the entire model.” 

That new model is still in the works and 
ultimately will be the board’s decision. 

Community-oriented 

“The theater has a legacy. Mismanaged 
or not, it has produced brilliant works of 
art. The performances are always top notch. 
Craig Faulkner has left a beautiful legacy 
that I hope to maintain,” Cavalaro said. 

Cavalaro and interim artistic director 
Miles Bums, who had led The Rep’s PAPA 
(Portsmouth Academy of Performing Arts) 
youth programs, want to bring the commu- 
nity back to the Rep in a model of “never 


letting the theater go black.” 

“In our weekends where we don’t have 
shows ... I’d love to open it up to the 
community so that we always have pro- 
gramming,” Cavalaro said. 

They work so hard (Cavalaro quit her day 
job. Bums does this as the dad of a newborn 
infant) because of the role the Rep plays in 
Portsmouth. 

“We have the Players’ Ring, which is a 
small box theater, the Music Hall, which is 
huge, but this is a venue with 235 seats,” 
Cavalaro said. “It fills to a certain need.” 

It’s also unofficially designated as the 
Portsmouth theater that produces musicals, 
though Bums, who also plays the Cowardly 
Lion in Oz, would like to see it present orig- 
inal work as well. 

Another change: auditions. 

“We haven’t been holding open auditions 
for a long time now,” Bums said. “We will 
be doing several auditions throughout the 
year. I want to get the community back in 
the building, and I want to get us all working 
together again.” 

The impact 

Cavalaro has been moved to tears over 
recent Rep performances, something she’s 
not wont to do. One was the Rep’s take of 
Hair, performed this spring. 

She was also quite moved by Run Turkey, 
Run, written and directed by Bums, adapted 
from a kids’ book. Children were at the edge 
of their seats laughing at the adult perform- 
ers onstage. 

“Here’s this great guy working with these 
children who love and adore him. And these 
programs mean so much to these kids and 
their parents,” Cavalaro said. “The parents 
are so dedicated to the theater and to Miles 
because he creates such an impact on these 
kids. It’s palpable, and you can see how 
much it means to them.” 

Gold is cautiously optimistic that this time 
is different, and he pointed out in the inter- 
view the importance of arts in Portsmouth. 
In 2012, for example, they brought $42 
million to the city, according to a study by 
Americans for the Arts. Bums is as well. 

“I haven’t been so excited to work along- 
side anybody as Kathleen in a very long 
time. Our communication lines are com- 
pletely open.” M

If you let them build stuff, they 
will eome — at least that’s the the- 
ory behind a new initiative that 
brought more Legos to New Hamp- 
shire libraries. 

Through a partnership between 
the Assoeiation for Library Servie- 
es to Children and Lego Systems, 
New Hampshire publie libraries 
have reeeived Junior Maker Space 
toolkits to increase programs that 
encourage children to imagine, 
build and work together. 

Michael York, New Hampshire 
state librarian, received the toolkits 
in October after ALSC reached out 
to him. 

“[They] said that they would like 
to donate 15 sets to New Hamp- 
shire libraries, and they asked for 
our help on that,” he said. 

York was more than happy to 
send new Legos to the libraries, 
many of which currently use donat- 
ed Legos. He sent a toolkit to each 
of the state’s 11 library coopera- 
tives to share. 

“We have a number of library 
cooperatives in the state that work 
together on things, share resourc- 
es, make common purchases, train 
together, and they tend to be geo- 
graphical,” he said. 

The toolkits consist of about 
10,000 Legos in all shapes and siz- 
es, as well as bags full of little Lego 
people. The idea behind the Junior 
Maker Space toolkits is to give the 
pieces to kids and let them create as 
they will. No rules or specific pro-

gramming are included. 

“One of the things that we have 
noticed and educators have [noticed] 
for a long time, certainly for younger 
children [is that] play is an important 
part of education,” York said. 

Kathy Bolton, supervisor of 
Children’s Services at Nashua Pub- 
lic Library, has seen the benefit of 
using Legos firsthand. The Nashua 
library offered a Lego workshop for 
the past five years. 


“My whole thing here has been, 
Tt’s your project,”’ Bolton said. 
“The beauty of this is they just do 
whatever they want. ... It’s their 
creation, it’s in their imagination. 
When you don’t have any instruc- 
tions and there is no picture, the 
only picture is what you’re pic- 
turing in your mind. I like that 
imaginative part of it.” 

She hosts a three- week work- 
shop in the fall and winter sessions 


for about 12 kids who range from 6 
to 10 years old. The group gathers 
around long tables in the library’s 
east wing and the kids go to work 
on their projects. Bolton is excit- 
ed to see what the addition of the 
Junior Maker Space toolkits will do 
to the current workshop. 

“We’ve had these bricks that have 
been nicely donated to use . . . but now 
I have this whole new set. It doubles 
the amount of Legos, which means I 
can take more kids,” she said. 

Bolton was impressed by the 
scale of the toolkits. 

“They’ve got everything in 
there,” she said. “It’s jam-packed 
with these packages of Lego 
shapes. ... It’s crammed full. It 
was so exciting to receive them. 
... I just sit back and watch and see 
these young kids work together and 
cooperate and make something.” 

Once they’re done, each young 
builder in Nashua shares the story 
behind their creation, which push- 
es the project further by having 
them voice their ideas in an open 
forum. Once the kids have created 
and shared their castle, spaceship 
or ranch, they put them in the chil- 
dren’s room glass display case — a 
reward for their time and effort and 
an incentive to come back and cre- 
ate again. 

Bolton plans to expand the Lego 
workshops already in place and 
start something new based on the 
librarian booklet that came with the 
toolkit. It offers suggestions for cre- 
ating the maker space, starting new 
projects and working individually 
and in groups. 

“Kids who just happen to be com- 
ing into the library to get books, it’s 
just like a magnet,” Bolton said. 
“Children are just very attracted to

I had a spiey ehieken eouseous 
instead, and, truth be known, I felt some- 
what deprived and a little bit homesiek 
that day. I’ve substituted ehieken or duek 
for the turkey several times while work- 
ing in the Peaee Corps, but potatoes? Only 
that onee. To me, potatoes are an essential 
part of Thanksgiving. 

Potatoes are amazing produeers of food. 
A single potato, if kept until late spring, 
ean be divided into two or three seetions 
and planted. Eaeh new plant will produee 
anywhere from 1 to 5 pounds of food — an 
amazing return for just a little work and a 
spot in the garden. 

When potatoes were introdueed in Ire- 
land, they were a eontributing faetor in 
the population surge that ended when the 
potato blight hit in the 1840s. The Irish 
potato famine was eaused by a fungus, 
Phytopthera, that wiped out all their pota- 
toes virtually overnight. Baek then, there 
were no relief organizations to help feed 
the hungry, so many starved or fled the 
eountry. 

There are, in Peru, over 3,000 kinds of 
potatoes. But the Irish grew just one kind, 
and it was highly suseeptible to the potato 
blight. Who knows what would have hap- 
pened baek then if they had been growing 
a hundred different kinds? In all likeli- 
hood, a few varieties would have survived, 
along with some of those poor people who 
starved to death. It might have ehanged 
history. 

I grow a lot of potatoes and have fig- 
ured out how to store them well. It’s not 
tough to do, and properly stored you ean 
eat them all winter and start next year’s 
erop from this year’s. 

Potatoes store well at temperatures 
between 33 and about 50 degrees. I try to 
store my potatoes at about 40 degrees. We 
have an above-ground portion of our base- 
ment (our house is built into a hill), whieh 
I keep eold, but above freezing. I built a 
eement-bloek bin big enough to hold eight 
five-gallon pails, with a plywood lid. This 
keeps out any rodents that might want to 
share the harvest, maintains the humidity, 
and minimizes temperature fluetuations. 

Beeause the bin is near a door to the out- 
side, the eement floor gets pretty eold if 
the temperatures plunge mueh below zero. 
To avoid freezing, I keep a drop light in

the bin, and plug it in if my thermometer 
says temps are approaehing 32. That keeps 
the potatoes from freezing. If you have a 
warm basement, you eould store potatoes 
in buekets on the steps to your bulkhead, 
perhaps. 

The easiest solution, of eourse, would 
be to buy a seeond-hand fridge, and keep 
it in the basement just to store winter veg- 
etables. Carrots, beets, and potatoes would 
all be happy there. 

Onee I visited a huge potato storage 
faeility in Idaho big enough to host indoor 
football games, a Quonset hut kept right at 
50 degrees with fairly high humidity. At 
eolder temperatures some of the starehes 
in potatoes eonvert to sugars, whieh means 
that Freneh fries turn too brown for the 
fast-food industry. But for mashed pota- 
toes, eold temperatures are fine — I like 
them a little sweeter. 

We don’t have mueh trouble with the 
Colorado potato beetle, that striped eritter 
that loves to muneh potato leaves. Instead 
of spraying toxins, I patrol the potato 
pateh daily in early summer, removing and 
drowning the bugs and their orange larvae 
in soapy water. Some years ago I sprayed 
Bt, a baeterium that infeets larvae of the 
potato beetle, and it greatly redueed their 
numbers. It doesn’t kill them as a ehemieal 
would, but it makes them siek, stop feed- 
ing and die. There are several strains of Bt 
for a variety of beetles, and they remain 
one of the best tools for organie farmers. 

So enjoy your potatoes, and give thanks 
to the Ineas who domestieated them, and 
whose deseendants still grow many differ- 
ent kinds. And if you want to spiee up your 
potatoes, just throw in some fresh mineed 
garlie before you mash them.

Dear Nancy, 

The two vases you have look very sweet, 
but I am afraid that the value on them is 
low because they were among many mass- 
made imports here in the U.S. They are 
from India, and they are a very common 
style and shape for vases. 

The metal is brass usually, but I have 
seen a base metal with brass plating on 
them as well. The etching is usually a leaf 
or floral design, and sometimes a color is 
applied to accent the etching as well. But 
the pieces are roughly done and, as I said, 
mass-produced. 

You can still find lots of similar pieces 
even from other countries. So the value on 
them would be in the $10 range. They are 



pretty and make a great display in a room, 
but as far as the collectible value, it is min- 
imal, and I don’t think it will ever increase 
much due to the availability of them. 

I hope you enjoy them still, Nancy. 
Things don’t always have to be a treasure 
to enjoy.

Fve asked John to open the 
garage door while he warms up his car, 
but he s being stubborn.

Talk and live by the ver- 
dict: Am I being neurotic, 
or is John being a jerk? 
— David 

Well, if he’s sitting 
inside the ear while warm- 
ing it up in a elosed garage, 
you won’t have to wor- 
ry about this problem for 
mueh longer, David. Just 
make sure John leaves you 
the Mini in his will so you 
won’t have to move it. 

Honestly, I think John’s being the jerk 
here. It is going to make your “wall-to- 
wall” earpet grimy over time. And if that 
bothers you, he shouldn’t do it. It’s your 
garage, and if you want the door open 
when he’s ereating fumes, he’s a guest 
and he should respeet that.

She said a “truckload of greens” of all siz- 
es, like laurel, hemlock and white pine, will 
be delivered from their property in Hol- 
lis. The staff harvests the greens a day or so 
before the event to ensure freshness. 

The workshop includes hands-on crafting 
instruction as well as instruction “about what 
the plants are, how they grow and . . . how to

IN/OUT HEALTHY HIPPO 

Walking vs. jogging 

Which one is better for you?

Do we bum more ealories 
walking a mile, or jogging it? 
Think about this: walking a 
mile takes longer than jogging, 

' whieh means you’re aetive for 

a longer duration. More time 
exereising should mean bigger health bene- 
fits, right? 

Believe it or not, duration of aetivi- 
ty doesn’t neeessarily translate into more 
health benefits. There is an old adage: quali- 
ty versus quantity. Exereise follows the same 
prineiple — but, more aeeurately, the inten- 
sity of the exereise plays the largest role. 

The level of intensity of physieal aetivi- 
ty is determined by a few different faetors: 

1. Is it new? Most of us get sore after 
doing something we’re not familiar with. 
For instanee, the first time you lay down 
muleh, shovel snow or go for a short hike 
your body usually feels like ehopped meat 
the next day. 

2. The paee. How fast we’re working is 
direetly eorrelated to intensity. It doesn’t 
take a genius to realize that if you work 
harder, you’re going to get more tired. 

3. The load. External resistanee, sueh as 
lifting weights, moving boxes, or even just 
earrying extra weight (in the form of body 
fat) all lead to faster fatigue due to inereased 
effort to move. 

4. Your stamina. If you’re in shape, then 
you ean work harder and longer before 
beeoming fatigued. If you haven’t exereised 
in some time, then your work eapaeity is 
going to be mueh less, and the relative inten- 
sity you work at is going to be mueh higher 
due to low enduranee. 

How does this information benefit you? 
Having the perspeetive to understand what 
a quality workout is made of is the first 
step to eommitting to a lifestyle of health 
and physieal aetivity. The type of aetivi- 
ty you partieipate in is also direetly related 
to the type of results you’re going to see. 
But you have to ehoose things that are 
appropriate for your fitness level, too.

So back to our original question: Is walk- 
ing better than jogging because it takes more 
time to travel a distanee at a slower paee? 
The answer is “not really.” Jogging is a high- 
er-intensity aetivity and will provide greater 
health benefits. Walking isn’t completely 
out, though; if your fitness level (or that of 
your knees and joints) is limited, it’s better to 
be walking than sitting around on the coueh. 
Better yet, how about we save the knees and 
hop on a bieyele? You ean ramp the intensi- 
ty up for some heart-pounding workouts and 
save your joints in the process, all beeause 
bieycling is a non- weight-bearing activity. 

Whatever you choose to do to stay in 
shape, remember it’s not just about show- 
ing up to exereise that leads to a healthy 
lifestyle.

Don’t be surprised if you walk into a 
restaurant on a weeknight and find tables 
covered with canvases and palettes of paint 
rather than food.

Bar & Grille in Manchester, says general 
manager Simona Nechvogled. The company 
Paint Nite organizes the evenings, where art- 
ists take reservations and set everything up. 
It’s held twice a month on Thursdays. 

“I know that a lot of other restaurants in 
our area do paint night,” Nechvogled said. 
“It’s a lot of fun while you’re drinking and 
painting.” 

Most paint night attendees at The Farm 
come early, have dinner and drinks and then 
join the Paint Nite group, Nechvogled said. 


Charla and Clark Mayotte say they learned 
the tmth about olive oil after years of using 
“fake,” low-quality olive oils.

“Nobody gets upset. They usually drink 
and paint and they’re all coming out laugh- 
ing and smiling,” she said. 

Derry’s You’re An Artist and DRAE res- 
taurant made a natural team for monthly 
paint nights at the restaurant’s bar in down- 
town Derry. 

“We wanted both of our businesses togeth- 
er to offer a combined flavor of each one of

During the monthly paint night, guests 
paint a martini or wine glass instead of a 
canvas (on Tuesday, Dec. 9, it will be a 
glass Christmas ornament). Attendees are 
given the materials, a martini and a tapas 
plate included in the cost. The instructor 
stands behind the bar, and instead of serv- 
ing drinks, leads the steps to create an artistic 
masterpiece. 

“We probably pick about eight different 
dishes out of our menu [to choose from],” 
Moody said. “It works out great. They get 
started, they do the first major steps . . . then

“It’s definitely trending right now,” Dawn 
Hunt, owner of Cueina Aurora, said. “There’s 
so many different types of olive oil.” 

The real deal 

There are a few elues to whether your go- 
to olive oil is fake. 

“One of the best ways is to taste it; you’ll 
taste the differenee,” said Sharie Webber, eo- 
owner of Cava de Vino in Nashua. 

Also, extra virgin olive oil should have a 
natural green tinge. 

“Sometimes when you look at an extra vir- 
gin olive oil, it almost looks garishly green. 
That’s beeause they’re aetually adding ehlo- 
rophyll in to make it look green,” Webber 
said. 

Mayotte said that the manufaeturer that 
presses the olives at Celeste Oliva goes to 
the eountries where the olives are pieked and 
makes sure the olives are green, are pieked 
eorreetly and are erushed within two to four 
hours of pieking. 

Mayotte also reeommends looking at the 
bottle. A elear bottle will allow light to get 
through, whieh isn’t good for the oil, so look 
for dark bottles. There shouldn’t be an expi- 
ration date on the bottle either (there’s a emsh 
date on the bottles at Celeste Oliva). 

“Extra virgin olive oil is the best oil you 
ean use,” Mayotte said. “Onee you taste the 
extra virgin olive oil, how it’s supposed to 
taste, you never go baek.” 

Mayotte starts customers off with a mild 
olive oil (there’s also medium and robust) 
when she does tastings. There are seven pre- 
mium extra virgin olive oils at Celeste Oliva, 
as well as fused and infused extra virgin olive 
oils, like garlic, Tuscan herb and blood orange. 

Cava de Vino carries 25 to 30 flavors of 
olive oils infused with herbs and spices, 
which change seasonally. Flavors that are 
currently in season include wild mushroom 
and sage (which Webber recommends for 
holiday stuffing), rosemary basil and white 
truffle, and butternut squash seed oil, which 
has a nutty flavor. 

Smart gifts, smart flavors 

Webber said that olive oils make perfect 
hostess, teacher, Yankee swap and stocking 
staffer gifts because they’re simple, small 
and inexpensive but still high in quality. 

“It’s nice when you’re giving a gift to not 
have to spend a lot of money and have some- 
thing that’s going to be used and appreciated,” 
she said. 

It’s also a health-conscious gift. Olive oil 
has good cholesterol, is naturally lower in 
calories and has antioxidants and good fats. 
Balsamic vinegar, olive oil’s pairing partner, 
is naturally fat-free and calorie- free. 

Webber said it’s fun to explore and try var- 
ious flavors. 

“It just really depends on the mood and the 
food,” she said.

Get cooking 

Olive oils aren’t just for dipping; they can 
be used to season and flavor your cooking, 
too. That’s what Cueina Aurora’s oils special- 
ize in. 

“I think we get a lot of people who don’t 
know you can cook with it. They’ll say, T 
don’t eat a lot of bread’ or T have a gluten 
allergy,”’ Hunt said. “Our whole line of olive 
oils is to help people cook. It’s designed to 
take the guesswork out of cooking.” 

Hunt imports the olive oil from Italy and 
creates infusions here in New Hampshire. 
The infusion, bottling and labeling are done 
in Salem. 

“We take granulated garlic and let the fla- 
vor set,” she said. “We use time as our tool to 
enhance the flavor of these oils.” 

Cueina Aurora’s infused olive oils include 
roasted garlic, rosemary and oregano, pep- 
percorn and sage, sun-dried tomato and basil 
and hot pepper. 

“The garlic is our absolute number one 
bestseller, and just on the heels of that is the 
rosemary and oregano,” Hunt said. “Rose- 
mary is wonderful for anything you’re 
roasting, so it’s great for chicken, lamb, 
pork. It’s great for roasting a turkey for the 
holidays.” 

Webber recommends using flavors like 
Persian lime olive oil with coconut balsamic 
for shrimp, or pairing together cranberry pear 
balsamic with basil, walnut, almond or tradi- 
tional olive oil. 

“It depends on what you’re making,” Web- 
ber said. “Olive oils tend to be best for lightly 
sauteing or for finishing.” 

“The key to being an olive oil connieur- 
sour is to try everything,” Hunt said. “See 
what you like.” M

Dinner, Dickens style 

Charles Dickens with a twist comes to the Old Salt

It’s dinner and a show, without boundar- 
ies. Old Salt Restaurant will host^ Dickens 
of a Christmas on Wednesdays, Dee. 10 
and Dee. 17, and Thursday, Dee. 18, trans- 
forming the dining room into an 1800s 
Christmas party where diners and aetors 
share the same floor. 

“An aetress ean eome and sit in your lap 
while doing a seene,” said George Hosker- 
Bouley, who wrote, direets, produees and 
aets in A Dickens of a Christmas. “It’s a 
different experienee when there is no elear 
line when the stage ends and the audienee 
begins. . . . It’s a truly unique experienee.” 

The menu for A Dickens of a Christmas, 
now in its 12th season, ehanges eaeh year, 
but always ineludes beef, ehieken and fish 
dishes. 

“We try and keep it [the food] basie 
beeause we want to please everybody,” said 
Miehelle O’Brien, manager of the Old Salt. 

“This year we’re doing sirloin tips with a 
peppered mushroom gravy, ehieken eordon 
bleu, and a grilled salmon with a lobster 
ehive butter,” she said. “For starters is a 
Fuji apple and butternut squash soup and 
for dessert a pumpkin bread pudding.” 

The aetors perform amongst the tables 
in the dining room, making the staff at Old 
Salt a part of the show too. 

“You really have to [prepare],” O’Brien 
said. “I line up the staff and as soon as 
we get the eue the doors open and they’re 
ready to go.” 

The show and the food work in shifts; 
15 minutes of an aet followed by a meal 
eourse. 

“There isn’t really a dull moment,” 
O’Brien said. “It’s showeasing [the] aeting 
and our food. It’s a niee transition.” 

Hosker-Bouley said he wrote A Dickens 
of a Christmas beeause he wanted to be part 
of something unique. 

“I like to push the boundaries a little,” he 
said. “Presenting a traditional story and let- 
ting it spin out of eontrol a bit.” 

And that he does. In the play, Serooge 
and Diekens are friends hosting a party on 
Christmas Eve. Diekens, who promised his

children a story as their gift, is experiencing 
writer’s block, so he ends up writing a sto- 
ry based on the party guests. 

While the plotline never changes, Hosk- 
er-Bouley updates the play each year to 
keep the cheekiness relevant. 

“We like to poke fun at the current polit- 
ical landscape,” he said, with Ted Cruz, 
Rick Perry, Sarah Palin and A1 Gore mak- 
ing the script this season. “I love adding 
topical humor. It keeps it really fresh.” 

In a very “Vaudeville way,” Hosker-Bou- 
ley tells “the story of a man who worships 
money instead of simple things in life 
and through visits with ghosts becomes a 
changed man,” but in a way that is more 
humorous than serious. For example, 
Scrooge resents A1 Gore because he’s wait- 
ing for global warming to come so his 
heating bill will drop. Tiny Tim is 6 feet 
tall, and Belle, Scrooge’s first love, leaves 
him because she wants to pursue her thriv- 
ing Avon business. 

The partnership between Hosker-Bou- 
ley and Old Salt serves the dual purpose 
of bringing a unique performance and a 
unique dining experience together. Hosker- 
Bouley particularly likes the dinner theater 
environment because it allows for greater 
audience involvement. 

“When you’re on a stage, you have no 
interaction with your audience,” he said. 
“This way, actors get to step off the stage. 
. . . There are no boundaries in dinner 
theater.” 

The tables in the dining room seat eight 
to 12 people, so guests will mostly likely 
dine with others, O’Brien said. 

“No matter where you’re seated, you’re 
part of the action,” she said. “When people 
arrive they’re a little shy, [but] by the end 
of the night people are exchanging phone 
numbers.” M

WITH SAMANTHA DOWNING 


Samantha Downing is the senior chocolatier at Danc- 
ing Lion Chocolate (917 Elm St, Manchester, 625-4043, 
dancinglion.us). She’s been working with chocolate for six 
years and has been at the Manchester shop for two and 
a half, where she tempers and tastes different types of 
chocolate, discovers new flavor pairings and experiments 
with chocolate as art What she most enjoys is how each 
chocolate is different in taste, look and feel. “That, I think, 
is the neatest part” she said. “Because you can really 
play around with the chocolate.” 




What is your must-have kitchen item? 

Definitely my tempering tools, because 
without those the ehoeolate isn’t going to 
behave very well. Tempering is when we bring 
the ehoeolate up to a high temperature in order 
to separate out all the crystals, and then we 
pour it on to the granite slab and work with 
it to cool it down evenly to a certain tempera- 
ture. We bring it up a couple of degrees, and if 
we’ve done our job correctly, it will be beauti- 
fully tempered, and it will have the shine and 
the snap and the correct mouthfeel. 

What would you choose for your last meal? 

It would definitely be my mom’s home- 
made lasagna, because she only makes it a 
couple times a year and no matter how hard I 
try to make it taste Just like hers, it never tastes 
the same. 

Favorite restaurant besides your own? 

[It] would have to be Surf in Nashua. They 
are doing some wonderful things with sushi, 
which is, I think, my new favorite food. 

What celebrity would you like to see eating 
at your restaurant? 

I was going to choose Shakespeare. 
Because we do chocolate as art, and because 
I know Rich [Tango-Lowy, owner of Dancing 
Lion Chocolate], many of the pieces he puts 
out are in the form of poetry and prose, I think 


it would be very, very neat to have William 
Shakespeare come in and have a look around 
and taste some chocolate as art. 

What is the biggest food trend in New 
Hampshire right now? 

I think the biggest food trend is definitely a 
back-to-fresh, basic [approach] — not basics 
as far as flavors, but basic as far as fresh ingre- 
dients. There’s definitely a huge movement 
for farm-to-table items. To use fresh again, it’s 
very refreshing. So many restaurants are really 
taking to heart, ‘Where did this tomato come 
from?’ 

What is your favorite meal to cook at 
home? 

I really like mac and cheese. I have many 
requests to make my mac and cheese, which is 
coincidentally my mom’s recipe. . . . Creamy 
mac and cheese is phenomenal. 

What is your favorite dish on your restau- 
rant's menu? 

I would have to say my favorite item is def- 
initely the Zen Brownies. Our brownies here 
are unlike any brownies I’ve ever had. They 
are always changing, and everybody here has 
a hand in making them. They’re very unique. 
It doesn’t matter whether they’re flour-free or 
not, they always taste amazing.

Rum-Bacon Zen Brownies 

Recipe from the kitchen of Samantha Down- 
ing. She adds rum and bacon to the Zen 
Brownie recipe at Dancing Lion Chocolate. 
Vi pound of bacon 
Cracked black pepper 
2 to 4 tablespoons of brown sugar 
4 ounces unsalted butter 
4 ounces dark chocolate (high quality with 
cocoa butter) 

Zz cup granulated sugar 
Zz cup dark brown sugar 
V4 teaspoon sea salt 
2 teaspoons real vanilla extract 
2 large eggs 

1 cup all-purpose flour 

2 tablespoons cocoa powder 
2 shots of high quality rum 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. On a cook- 
ie sheet, spread out bacon and sprinkle with 


pepper and brown sugar. Bake for 15 to 20 
minutes until crispy. Set aside. Line 8-inch 
brownie pan with buttered parchment; set 
aside. In medium bowl, melt dark chocolate 
and butter together using either the micro- 
wave or double-boiler. Cool slightly. When 
melted and smooth, stir in sugar, brown sug- 
ar, salt and vanilla. Beat in eggs one at a time 
until each is fully incorporated. In a small 
bowl, whisk together flour and cocoa pow- 
der, then gently stir into chocolate mixture 
until just incorporated. Chop bacon into small 
pieces. Stir in rum and bacon. Scrape bat- 
ter into prepared pan and bake until toothpick 
inserted in center comes up with a moist, but 
not wet, cmmb. Check first after 25 minutes, 
then every 5 minutes until done. Place pan 
on cooling rack and cool completely. Brown- 
ies take at least a day to develop flavor, and 
brownies made with high-quality chocolate 
take two to three days to reach their peak.

If you want to eat local and in season, 
root vegetables are the foods of choice.

Around the holidays, my husband and 
I find ourselves driving from one family 
funetion to the next. Add in the oceasional 
dinner party with friends or eocktails after 
work, and we’re spending more time in 
friends’ kitchens than our own. 

So when it’s our turn to host, we typical- 
ly try to find fim, easy meal ideas that will 
feed a crowd with varying taste buds. On a 
recent weekend, we decided to pull out our 
griddle — one of my favorite kitchen appli- 
ances. We use it for everything from frying 
eggs and bacon to making grilled cheese 
sandwiches. 

When it comes to dinner, we use the grid- 
dle as our own little hibachi grill. I never 
thought of making homemade hibachi-style 
food until I started dating my husband. His 
family uses the griddle this way regular- 
ly and refers to it as “Sin Dat,” essentially 
Laotian barbecue. 

The protein, starches and veggies are 
all grilled directly on the griddle, so any 
escaping juices or flavors are caught by sur- 
rounding food. We toss everything on the 
griddle at the same time — from shrimp 
and shaved steak to zucchini and bok choy. 
We pick off the griddle and replenish each 
food item as it gets low, which creates a 
very homey and family-style meal. 

While the food is only flavored with its 
own juices and the copious amounts of 



butter melted on the griddle beforehand, 
it sometimes calls for a kick of additional 
flavor, which is where Thai peanut sauce 
comes into play. 

Peanut sauce can be found at just about 
every Thai restaurant and is normally 
served with some type of satay. We use it 
in a similar way — as a dipping sauce for 
the individual components. We’ve found 
over the years that it’s easier to make pea- 
nut sauce in large batches, and divvy them 
out into individual portions, freezing or 
refrigerating the rest until you need it again. 
One of my favorite things about the pea- 
nut sauce — how forgiving it is — serves 
two purposes. It can easily be manipulated 
to your tastes, but can also help mask any 
unsavory bits from the griddle. For exam- 
ple, I don’t like shrimp, but can still eat the 
meat cooked right next to the seafood with 
a bit of the peanut sauce for dipping. 

If you don’t like peanut butter you won’t 
like peanut sauce, as it’s one of the main 
ingredients in many variations. Some reci- 
pes call for you to crush your own peanuts, 
but I typically take the path of least resis- 
tance and get chunky peanut butter from 
the grocery store. The version my husband 
makes is more complicated than it needs to 
be, so I found a simple version online that 
was just as delicious. — Lauren Mifsud M

NH wine varieties that give

Most of us give and receive gifts dur- 
ing the holiday season. Next week I’ll 
write about gift ideas for wine lovers, but 
this week the focus is on wines that bene- 
fit non-profits. This is not a new concept, 
but one that can sometimes get lost in the 
flurry of sales and big box stores. Hold- 
ing wine events for charity isn’t new either. 
Wine brings people together and provides a 
great topic of conversation. 

Locally, many animal shelters have par- 
ticipated in wine fundraisers over the years. 
Grape Time Winery in Nashua has partnered 
with Pope Memorial SPCA of Concord, the 
Animal Rescue League of New Hampshire 
and the Humane Society of Greater Nashua 
to offer benefit wines that are perfect holi- 
day gifts. While many people like receiving 
wine, these bottles are extra special because 
they have pictures of cute animals on the 
labels (many that have been adopted directly 
from the shelters) and support a good cause. 

In a post on the Grape Time Winery web- 
site about their partnership with the Animal 
Rescue League of New Hampshire, own- 
er Dave Williams said he is proud of the 
wines they produce and particularly proud 
they are carrying the organization’s label. 

“It’s an honor to be working with them 
and to support, in our small way, their 
efforts to help the needy animals of our 
community. This is truly a wine with soul 
and a cause with a heart,” he said. 

The Animal Rescue League of New 
Hampshire varieties include a German 
Riesling, a Super Tuscan, an Italian Ama- 
rone, a Gruner Veltliner and a Pinotage. 
The watercolor labels were created by New 
Boston artist Molly Poole. These wines are 
available for purchase at Grape Time, Har- 
vest Market in Bedford, A Market Natural 
Foods in Manchester, Sully ’s Superette in 
Goffstown and the Wine Studio in Man- 
chester and Londonderry. A portion of the 
sales from the winery’s Cranberry Malbec, 
Green Apple Riseling and Chocolate Rasp- 
berry Port also benefits the shelter. 

The Pope Memorial SPCA wines are 
available at Caring Gifts on Main Street 
and Cole Gardens, both in Concord. Choose 
White Cranberry Pinot Grigio, Super Tus- 
can, Malbec or Limited Edition Chocolate 
Port. 

The Humane Society of Greater Nashua 
partnered with Grape Time and local artist 
Alene Sirott-Cope on their wines, featuring 
pets adopted from the shelter and their sto- 
ry on the back label of the bottle. There are

southern New Hampshire Liquor and Wine 
Outlets, The Beer Store, Trader Joe’s, Incre- 
dibrew and Craft Beer Cellar in Nashua. 

I adopted a dog from Save a Lab a few 
months ago, so I pay particular attention to 
the organization’s Facebook posts. One that 
caught my eye recently was for wines that 
benefited the organization. It sounded like a 
great gift idea and one that I knew many of 
the people on my holiday list would appre- 
ciate. After looking into it, I discovered 
Benefit Wines, a website that sells wine for 
organizations all over the country. You can 
search by charity, state or cause. 

According to the website, Andrew Graff 
started another company. Charity Wines, 
in 2006 after family fights with cancer 
and heart disease. Charity Wines offered 
wines with famous baseball, football and 
hockey athletes and other celebrities. They 
sold more than 65,000 cases of wine in 
18 months. Due to this success, the man- 
agement decided to work with charitable 
groups both large and small. While a celeb- 
rity wasn’t on the label, they still wanted to 
effectively help these organizations. 

People are sometimes leery of sites like 
these because they think the company is 
taking a large chunk of the profit. While 
they obviously have to cover their costs. 
Benefit Wines displays the amount from 
the purchase price that is given to a des- 
ignated charity, which I really appreciate. 
After a quick search on the site, I found 
three New Hampshire organizations: Kit- 
ty Rescue & Adoption, Pet Tails Rescue 
and Pets in Need Animal Rescue. Like the 
Grape Time wines, each organization has 
its own set of unique and adorable labels. 
The only downside I found to this method 
is that the shipping is quite expensive. M

Bottles for the budget-conscious wine-lover 

This week, we tried two new wines from 
familiar brands. 

Longtime fans of the Casal Gareia Vin- 
ho Verde from Portugal, we were exeited to 
spot a Casal Garcia Vinho Rose ($9 from 
Hannaford). This pretty rosy-eolored wine 
had a nose of watermelon and grapefruit — 
flavors that followed through in the taste as 
well. This lovely rose was a niee blend of 
tartness and juieiness and a fun way to get a 
hint of summer, even on a wintry day. 

We’ve tried other wines from Smok- 
ing Loon over the years, so the bottle of 
Smoking Loon Red Loonatic Red Wine 
Blend from California ($12.99) eaught 
our eyes. This no- vintage wine was deep 
maroon in eolor with a strong raisin aroma. 
There weren’t a lot of different notes in the 
aroma and not a lot of layers to the flavor 
as well but this big, rieh, straightforward 
wine was still enjoyable — espeeially to 



the one of us who likes plummy rieh Cali- 
fornia reds with a note of sweetness. Plum, 
raisin and eoneentrated eherry were the fla- 
vors we got in this very approaehable wine 
that went well with a spiey meal. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” the 
wine-lovers taste red and white wines that 
sell for not too much of the green, less than 
$20. The goal? To find a good bottle without 
breaking the bank. Unless otherwise noted,

The Copernicus Complex^ by Caleb 
Scharf (Farrar, Straus and Giroux, 267 
pages) 

Nicolaus Copernicus was the Polish 
astronomer who dedueed the movements 
of planets in the 15th eentury, upend- 
ing a thousand years of Ptolemaie belief 
that the stationary Earth was the eenter 
of everything. Beeause he died before his 
work was widely distributed, Copernieus 
went unpunished for his outrageous the- 
ories (his intelleetual heir Galileo Galilei 
was not so lueky) and he still holds forth 
as the “Father of Modern Astronomy.” 
Among his then-eontroversial assertions: 
the Earth spins, and the universe has no 
eenter. (He also wrongly posited that the 
planets orbited the sun in perfeet eireles, 
but the guy had no teleseopes, give him 
a break.) 

Now astrobiologist Caleb Seharf eomes 
along to give Copernieus a dethroning. 
In The Copernicus Complex, Seharf, 
direetor of astrobiology at Columbia 
University, argues that the Coperniean 
worldview needs updating if we’re ever 
to diseover our planet’s true signifieanee 
in the eosmos. It’s not that Copernieus’s 
faets were wrong — amazingly, mueh of 
his seienee has held over the eenturies, 
even though it was developed by naked- 
eye observation alone. But rather it’s the 
philosophieal eonelusions that followed 
onee the Earth was in thrall to the sun. 
“It’s a worldview that asserts that we are 
not the eenter of all existenee; we are not 
‘speeial.’ In faet, we are as dull as they 
eome.” 

But Seharf doesn’t believe that is 
true; if it were, “the universe should be 
teeming with life like that on Earth.” 
Instead, he believes we must find “a way

to see past our own medioerity.” In oth- 
er words, to believe that we, are in faet, 
speeial. Do not, however, think that this 
speeialness is endowed by a Creator. This 
is a speeialness afforded by “rough-tun- 
ing” — the eoektails of life mixed in 
quantities that are not preeise, but elose 
enough, for eomplex earbon ehemistry 
— and a speeialness evideneed by the 
reality that so far, even with the Pioneer 
and Voyager spaee probes sailing merrily 
through interstellar spaee, we’ve found 
nothing similar (or alien) to us. 

What’s needed is a melding of the two 
prineiples, Seharf says, a middle ground 
between ehaos and order. And as an aea- 
demie, of eourse, the best way to put 
forth his own eosmie narrative is to deliv- 
er a book-length leeture on the history of 
astrobiology, from the petri dish of Ant- 


ony van Leeuwenhoek (who diseovered 
baeteria with a rudimentary mieroseope) 
to the observatory of Aleksander Wol- 
szezan and Dale Frail, who diseovered 
the first exoplanets orbiting the pulsar 
PSR. There is, at times, truly lovely lan- 
guage in Seharf’s deseriptions — “Here 
the planets have no normal star. Instead, 
all they have is the poisonous remains of 
one, a fearsome mother that they hug in 
a tight orbital danee.” 

But then, just when the reader is ful- 
ly awake and engaged, Ferris Bueller’s 
professor shows up with a sentenee like 
this: “If a proto-eukaryote life-form 
already existed (perhaps even a type of 
more eomplex arehaeon), the mitoehon- 
drial event would have been just a step 
in the evolution of that organism, anoth- 
er instanee of an unremarkable type 
of endosymbiotic event that had hap- 
pened before, when the proto -eukaryote 
engulfed helpful mierobes and kept them 
around instead of digesting them.” 

Seharf has written two other books, 
among them the well-reviewed Gravity ’s 
Engines: How Bubble-Blowing Black 
Holes Rule. In a nation that’s generally 
lousy at seienee — we ranked 28th 
in a reeent international survey of 
eompeteney — there’s a eritieal need for 
seienee writers who ean eommunieate 
their field in language that doesn’t 
intimidate those who hold high-sehool 
degrees but retain little of the knowledge 
that earned them. Here, he dribbles and 
shoots, but too often bounees off the 
sustainability rim. As an astronomy 
textbook. The Copernicus Complex is 
exeellent; as a reereational read, it’s the 
literary equivalent of a drive up 1-93: 
pretty in spots, but mueh slower than it 
ought to be. C — Jennifer Graham A

Meet physicist and cosmologist 
Stephen Hawking in The Theory of 
Everything, a movie that seems to 
think it’s the life-affirming tale of 
Hawking’s work and personal life but 
ends up feeling way more downbeat. 

Spoiler alert. I guess. These are real peo- 
ple — the Titanie sinks, and all that. 

As a young man at Cambridge, Stephen 
Hawking (Eddie Redmayne) ean’t quite 
deeide what his aeademie foeus will be. 
He half-heartedly pursues a doetorate in 
eosmology but isn’t inspired or partieular- 
ly dedieated to his work. He does quiekly 
beeome dedieated to Jane Wilde (Felieity 
Jones), a literature-and-arts-type student, 
who is herself enehanted with this some- 
what dorky young seientist. As his romanee 
heats up with Jane, Stephen also finds some 
professional inspiration and begins work on 
time — speeifieally, explaining the begin- 
nings of the universe. 

Just as both his love life and his student 
life seem to be going well, Stephen begins 
to feel, in earnest, the effeets of his motor 
neuron disease (Lou Gehrig’s disease, as it’s 
explained in the movie). Told that he only 
has a few years to live, Stephen eventually 
deeides to pursue his work and Jane. They 
marry and start a family and Stephen finds 
sueeess and even some international aeelaim 
for his work. But life for Stephen and Jane 
isn’t easy. Beeause he doesn’t want to be 
anything other than a normal family — and 
beeause they ean’t afford it anyway — Ste- 
phen doesn’t want any help in the household. 
So Jane is left running the house, taking eare 
of the family of, eventually, three kids and 
eompleting her own studies while Stephen 
eontinues to deteriorate physieally. 

Eventually, loneliness and a need for 
some ereative outlet pushes Jane to join a 
ehureh ehoir, where the young, widowed 
ehoir direetor Jonathan (Charlie Cox) 
befriends her and eventually the whole 
Hawking family. Though all are well- 
intentioned, Jane struggles to keep her 
relationship with Jonathan platonie. Later, 
when Stephen finally does need earegivers, 
a woman named Elaine (Maxine Peake) 
strikes up a friendship that begins to sepa- 
rate Jane and Stephen even more. 


Like a lot of people, I at some point have 
owned a eopy of A Brief History of Time 
and, as with a lot of people, Em pretty sure 
the book never moved beyond the “mean 
to read this someday” pile. My knowl- 
edge of Hawking before seeing this movie 
was equally seant — “he’s that guy on that 
book who is famous for physies and using 
a robot voiee” would probably have been 
more or less the extent of my understanding 
about him. After seeing this movie, add to 
that “and had a diffieult marriage” beeause 
that is really the only thing I learned about 
Hawking from The Theory of Everything. 
A Beautiful Mind, the biopie of John Nash 
that eame to mind while I watehed this, 
explains game theory and gives a glimpse 
of how it feels to be unable to tell delusion 
from reality. But The Theory of Every- 
thing greatly limits its attempts to explain 
Hawking’s ideas — perhaps for good rea- 
son; I eouldn’t even finish the Wikipedia 
page entry about A Brief History of Time — 
but by not giving us a sense of the ideas 
Hawking was presenting, the movie doesn’t 
really allow us to understand Hawking’s 
genius or his plaee in the seientifie realm. 
We simply have to take “he is a genius, he 
is important” on faith. And sure, I believe 
that he is an important genius, but I never 
felt it, I eould never appreeiate how impor- 
tant or how genius. 

Nor did the movie really give mueh 
insight into what Hawking’s illness has been 
like from his perspeetive or into his person- 


ality in general. While a few seenes here 
and there offer some sense of Hawking’s 
inner struggle, I don’t feel like I have any 
better sense of what it is to be him than I 
had before. I also found myself thinking of 
2007 ’s The Diving Bell and the Butterfly 
— a movie about a Freneh magazine editor 
who was eompletely paralyzed exeept for 
one eye. I got a sense in that movie of how 
hellish that would be. Redmayne ’s eharaeter 
here remains all surfaee — we see Hawking 
but we don’t really see through Hawking’s 
eyes. 

Perhaps beeause the movie eomes from 
Jane Hawking’s book, her point of view 
remains the one that feels most eentral to 
the story. We see her fall in love, we see 
her faee the diffieulties of taking eare of 
three ehildren alone, we see her struggle 
with romantie attaehment outside her mar- 
riage, we see her give it up and we see her 
lose Stephen to Elaine. Her ending, as far 
as the movie is eoneemed, is a happy one 
but beeause her story is the only one with 
emotional resonanee, it makes the movie 
overall feel like, well, a massive bummer. A 
massive bummer where I didn’t really learn 
anything about Stephen Hawking and his 
ideas. Redmayne ’s performanee, for all its 
interesting moments, never really eonneet- 
ed with me the way you need the foeus of a 
biopie to eonneet — his Hawking remains 
a distant star. B-

Penguins of Madagascar 
(PG) 

Skipper, Kowalski, Rico and 
Private set off on their own, 
non-Madas^ascar-leads-centered, 
international adventures in Pen- 
guins of Madagascar, a Looney 
Tunes-style rompy caper. 

We see a bit about how Skipper (voiee 
of Tom MeGrath), Kowalski (Chris Miller) 
and Rieo (Conrad Vernon) eame together as 
young penguins, bueking the penguin-herd 
mentality and going after an errant egg that 
rolls away. That egg eraeks, revealing Pri- 
vate (Christopher Knights), an eager beaver 
type who brings the other three together as 
something of a family, partieularly sinee 
the egg-reseue mission lands the four pen- 
guins on an iee floe floating off to sea. 

Years later, we see the penguins leave the 
main Madagascar buneh after the events 
of the third movie, motivated by their dis- 
like of that “move it, move it” song. The 
foursome wind up getting eaptured by — 
but quiekly eseaping the elutehes of — an 
evil purple oetopus, who frequently mas- 
querades as a human seientist, named Dave 
(voiee of John Malkovieh). Though the 
penguins don’t reeognize Dave, Dave has 
a long-boiling hate for the penguins. Onee 
a zoo animal like them, he and his oetopus 
habitat were replaeed when the penguins 
showed up at the zoo. He was then shipped 
off to other zoos where, over and over, 
adorable penguins outshined the oetopus. 
Now Dave has a nefarious plan to get baek 
at his eute, feathered nemeses, and it starts 
with kidnapping as many penguins as he 
ean find. 

Though our heroes eseape Dave’s eluteh- 
es, they are very nearly reeaptured — until 
the North Wind arrives. The North Wind is 
an elite unit of animals who reseue other 
animals — the owl Eva (Annet Mahendru), 
the seal Short Fuse (Ken Jeong), the polar 
bear Corporal (Peter Stormare) and the lead- 
er, a wolf whose name is elassified, whieh 
eonfuses the penguins, so they eall him Clas-

Dumb and Dumber To (PG-

The sequel you probably 
weren’t praying for for the 
last 20 years lands with a 
“whatever” in this bland 
comedy that probably would 
have been best, minus some 
sexy-business, as a goofball 
family comedy. C- 
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sified (Benedict Cumberbatch). Classified 
does not want the penguins to join the mis- 
sion to take down Dave, but they happen to 
have a vial of the ominous Medusa Serum 
that Dave plans to use to do something das- 
tardly. Though the North Wind are equipped 
with state-of-the-art computers, transporta- 
tion and weaponry, the penguins — led by 
the ever-confident Skipper — believe they 
are just as capable of taking down Dave. 
And, when Private is kidnapped, they have 
even more of a reason to try. 

The sweetsy-looking penguins that 
approach every situation like a group of 
Navy SEALs, the goofily maniacal Dave, 
the brave and arrogant Classified (and par- 
ticularly the excellent Cumberbatch voicing, 
with his strange way of saying “penguins” so 
that it comes out “pengwings”) — Penguins 
of Madagascar is a very light but very cute 
movie. (The Cumberbatch “pengwing”-ing 
is apparently a thing; Google it and enjoy.) 
Perhaps because its sole goal seems to be 
cartoon zaniness, with only a dash here and 
there of emotion. Penguins is for me a more 
successful movie than I remember the last 
Madagascar proper movie being. It’s all 
octopuses chasing penguins in a gondola 
through Venice and a villain more zany than 
scary (though scary enough that I probably 
wouldn’t recommend this for a moviegoer 
under 6 or so) over-explaining his terrible 
plan (which turns out to be more goofy than 
terrible) and a bravado-off between Skipper 
and Classified. As kids’ movies go, it’s ket- 
tle com — not exactly nutrient-rich but not 
so junky as to cause worry. B 

Rated PG for mild action and some 
rude humor Directed by Eric Darnell and 
Simon J. Smith, with a screenplay by John 
Aboud, Michael Colton and Brandon Saw- 
yer , Penguins of Madagascar is an hour 
and 32 minutes long and distributed by 
20th Century Fox. 

Horrible Bosses 2 (R) 

Jason Bateman, Jason Sudeikis 
and Charlie Day return as the not- 
great criminals hatching another 
criminal scheme to save their liveli- 
hoods in Horrible Bosses 2, a movie 
that is shockingly not as bad as I 
expected. 

And I’m not even saying this because I 
was just happy to be in a room with power 
or something. I saw this movie well before 
the great snow black-out. 

Nick (Bateman), Kurt (Sudeikis) and 
Dale (Day), the guys who halfheartedly 
attempted to kill each other’s awful boss- 
es in the first movie, are now partners on 
a product called Shower Buddy, which 
shoots out water, soap and shampoo at 
intervals a la the car wash. The guys don’t 
have all the kinks worked out of the prod- 
uct yet: for one, their website, which is all 
three of their names, doesn’t sound so good 
when said together fast, a fact they realize 


while pitching it on the local news. And 
they don’t actually have anything more 
than a prototype — they need an order or 
investor before they can get the cash to 
mass-produce the Shower Buddy. 

They think they have their big break when 
they meet Bert Hanson (Christoph Waltz), 
who orders thousands of them for exclu- 
sive sale through his stores. The guys use 
his promise (his oral, not written, promise) 
to secure a bank loan and build a small fac- 
tory and manufacture their Shower Buddies. 
But when they show up to tell Hanson that 
their Buddies are ready to ship, he informs 
them that he won’t be buying them after 
all. Instead, he’ll wait a few weeks until the 
bank calls the loan and buy the whole com- 
pany for a deep discount at auction. 

Despondent, the guys realize they will 
most certainly lose their business and their 
dream of being their own bosses if they 
don’t come up with the half-million dollars 
to cover the bank loan. A brainstorming 
session turns up the idea of kidnapping 
(or, rather “kidnaping” until Nick points 
out they need an extra “p”) and so the trio 
bumbles into a plan to kidnap Rex Hanson 
(Chris Pine), the snotty son of Bert. 

Naturally, the plan is not successful — 
the laughing gas the guys plan to use on 
Rex does not work the way they expect. 
But then, after driving away from the 
would-be crime scene, thankful that they 
didn’t do anything wrong, the guys dis- 
cover Rex in their trunk. Seems the son, 
chafing under his father’s thumb, has 
decided to kidnap himself and ask for an 
even bigger ransom. 

I stipulate that Horrible Bosses 2 is very 
dumb — there is a running gag about mix- 
ing up dry erase markers and Sharpies 
— and probably offensive. But I can’t help 
it, I laughed. I laughed at Keegan-Michael 
Key’s bit part in the beginning of the mov- 
ie as a local news morning show anchor, 
I laughed at Jason Bateman’s very Jason- 
B ateman-y guy- suit ounded-by- lunatic s 
shtick. I rather enjoyed everything with 
Christoph Waltz’s very unsubtle charac- 
ter — why yes, he will make an excellent 
Bond villain. I could have done without 
Jennifer Aniston and everything related 
to her predatory, sex-addict dentist — she 
seems to be in there just to up the Rated-R 
factor — but that didn’t completely make 
me hate the movie. 

Horrible Bosses 2 is not “good” by any 
objective measure but it also isn’t terri- 
ble, and perhaps I was expecting terrible 
enough that I walked away with mostly 
positive feelings about this ever so slightly 
above average comedy. C+

Sassy season 

Popular trio regroups for holiday concerts

The three original members of Sweet, 
Hot & Sassy performed unique, swing- 
inspired folk music together from 1987 to 
1995, until violin player Ellen Carlson left 
to earn her master’s degree. Guitarist Mary 
Maguire and string bass player Val Blachly 
recruited two new members and carried on 
as a quartet until decade’s end. 

Among the records the group released, 
one has endured: Swingin ' ‘Round the 
Christmas Tree, a 1992 collection of hol- 
iday songs. Mixing hymn book standards 
like “Silent Night’ and “Children Go” with 
originals and swing gems — “Santa Baby” 
and “Mr. Sandman” reworked as “Mr. San- 
ta” — it was a regional hit. 

After the band split, the three continued 
with a variety of musical projects. Current- 
ly, Maguire fronts her own group, Blachly 
is in both Swing a Cat and Mink Hills Band, 
while Carlson plays with High Range and 
EC and the Moonshiners. 

But the group’s holiday collection serves 
as a gravitational force pulling them back 
together every December. 

“We stopped and went our separate ways; 
then what seems to happen is people call 
and ask us to do our Christmas repertoire,” 
Blachly said in a recent phone interview. 
“So we get together for the Christmas gigs.” 

Sweet, Hot & Sassy have four upcom- 
ing shows: Dec. 6 in Franklin, Dec. 12 in

Brownfield, Maine, Dec. 14 in Portsmouth, 
and Dec. 19 in Concord. Fans looking for 
an ultimate Christmas gift can even book 
the group for a house concert. 

Typically, shifting gears from their reg- 
ular gigs is easy — “It doesn’t take too 
much, because we’ve been doing it for so 
long,” said Blachly — but this year is dif- 
ferent. The trio expands to a five-piece with 
the addition of guitarist Jim Prendergast 
and drummer Carol Chapin. 

Chapin plays with Blachly in Swing A 
Cat, while Carlson and Prendergast are fre- 
quent collaborators and members of EC 
and the Moonshiners. Adding them was 
Carlson’s idea, Blachly said. 

“She and Jim worked out a bunch of 
tunes melodically where they play harmony 
swing stuff with the instruments, and she 
thought that would be real cool.” 

The change creates a different dimension 
for the group’s signature close harmonies 
and musical interplay. 

“From Ellen’s perspective, it gives her 
the opportunity to do different leads and 
more groove,” said Blachly. “As a bass 
player, I have to say I like to really lock in 
with the drums and that allows for more a 
percussive sound. Guitar-wise, it’s easier to 


keep time — and there’s more energy when 
you add drums.” 

Like restless kids before Christmas 
morning, Blachly, Maguire and Carlson 
eagerly anticipate the annual shows. Blach- 
ly talked on the phone with the trio in the 
background during a break from tighten- 
ing up vocals. Asked to name a favorite 
moment in the show, they all agreed. 

“The harmony work,” said Blachly. 
“Whenever we do ‘Star of Wonder’ I get 
goosebumps. It’s a very beautiful song 
and the room is usually still for a moment 
before they start clapping.” 

“And the energy from the crowd is 
great,” Carlson and Maguire chimed in. 

In the years since they regularly worked 
together, the band members’ musical direc- 
tions have ranged from bluegrass to folk 
and American roots. But their love for the 
Andrews Sisters, Hoagy Carmichael and 
other mid-20* century standards endures. 

“For me it’s being able to do some really 
nice harmony work with good melodies,” 
said Blachly. “Not only that, a lot of that 
music was really fun. One of the reasons 
was probably that it was World War II and 
all of that; they wanted to bring up the spir- 
it of the soldiers. So they made it fun.” M 


Dream band 

Cold Engines combines ex-Brew mates with Boston talent

As a member of The Brew, Dave Drouin 
enjoyed critical acclaim and big-stage gigs 
over a 12-year run. In retrospect, though, 
none of that success matches the fulfill- 
ment Drouin feels with his new group.

“It was a pretty good band, but I don’t 
know if it had the honesty of this project 
at all,” the songwriter and guitarist said 
recently. “This just so happens to be my 
dream band.” 

Listening to Cold Engines’ debut album, 
Day Drinker, it’s not hard to share his 
enthusiasm. Soaring harmonies, layered 


percussion and a spicy mariachi trumpet 
mark the opening track, “Kismet,” and it 
stays satisfying throughout. Urgent, evoc- 
ative yet disciplined and polished, the 
record is sure to wind up on many regional 
top 10 lists at year’s end, and a deal with a 
prominent Boston label is imminent.

of increasing artistic frustration for Drouin. 

“I was standing in a studio for months 
at a time waiting for the main songwriting 
dude to write songs,” he said. “The whole 
time, I was writing my own songs that 
weren’t getting accepted to the fold. I was 
like, T have to start my own band.” 

Drouin first reached out to New High- 
way Hymnal bassist and singer Amelia 
Gormely, a longtime friend. 

‘T always knew I wanted to be in a band 
with her, so that’s how it started,” he said. 
“She’s got a badass look and style, and she 
plays a seriously badass bass.” 

The next reeruit came from his old band. 

“Aaron Zaroulis was my brother in The 
Brew, and my favorite drummer on the 
North Shore,” said Drouin. 

Soul Rebel Project percussionist Geoff 
Pilkington eompleted the band that entered 
the studio last July. NYC session guitarist 
David Krystal joined a few months later. 

“I needed eertain pieees, and these were 
the first people I called,” said Drouin. 
“Lucky for me, they all wanted to do it.” 

Day Drinker includes guest appearanc- 
es from Adam Ezra, Johnny Blue Horn, 
Audrey Ryan, Ben Alleman and Steve Ben- 
son, but it’s the band’s undeniable ehemistry 
that shines through. The twang and soul of 
the studio travels well to the stage. 

“The last few shows I’ve played have 
been the best of my life,” said Drouin. “I 
can’t even believe this new band is hit- 
ting on a level that my band of 12 years

couldn’t get to.” 

The album was completed almost a year 
from the day his old group performed its 
final show. 

“I released a lot of albums with the Brew 
and it just kind of felt like the eontinuation 
of my life,” Drouin said. “Like that’s what 
I’m supposed to do — make reeords. It 
wasn’t shocking or surprising; it felt totally 
normal to have a new album a year later.” 

With the reeord deal imminent, a new 
album (mostly) reflecting a group dynam- 
ic is underway. 

“Sometimes I bring a eompleted song 
to the table and everybody eontributes to 
the arrangement, sometimes I’ll write one 
with everyone there, sometimes Aaron and 
I will meet up,” Drouin said. “It goes from 
not being demoeratic at all to all of us writ- 
ing together on the spot. We don’t have any 
hard and fast rules.” 

Record deals, press raves and fan 
acelaim are a bonus. 

“We’re not trying to do anything oth- 
er than try and get baek to why we started 
playing music in the first place,” Drouin 
said. “We’re having a ton of fun, which 
is the only reason, I think, to be in a band 
anyway.” A

NEWS OF THE WEIRD BY CHUCK SHEPHERD 

Can’t possibly be true 


• Comprehensive Pentagon studies of 
Ameriea’s nuelear missile infrastrueture 
released in November (following disturb- 
ing reports of readiness failures) ineluded 
the revelation that nuelear warheads had 
to be attaehed with a partieular wreneh, 
even though the Air Foree owned only one 
with whieh to serviee 450 missiles housed 
at three bases. Consequently, one offleial 
told The New York Times, “They start- 
ed FedExing the one tool” baek and forth. 
No one had eheeked in years, he said, “to 
see if new tools were being made” typieal 
of maintenanee problems that had “been 
around so long that no one reported them 
anymore.” 

• London’s Daily Telegraph reported 
in November that a gardener hired by the 
House of Commons had spent a day pull- 
ing eolor-ehanging leaves from trees on 
the Westminster Palaee grounds beeause 
it would be more eost-effeetive than to 
rake them up after they fell. The gardener 
(whose name sounds right out of a James 
Bond adventure “Annabel Honeybun”) 
said she had 145 trees to serviee. (A loeal 
environmentalist lamented denying autumn 
visitors “one of the few pleasures at this 
time of year.” 

Cultural diversity 

Various eogs in South Korea’s nation- 
al maehinery paused briefly on Nov. 13 so 
as not to distraet the nation’s high-sehool- 
age kids, as 650,000 of them were sitting 
for the deeisive university entranee exams 
(whieh are several levels more important 
than the SATs or ACTs for Ameriean stu- 
dents). Large eompanies and government 
ageneies told employees to eommute lat- 
er in the morning to keep traffie lighter for 
students traveling to the 1,257 test eenters 
and “no-fly” zones redueed noise during 
the 40-minute period in whieh students 
tested aurally on the English language. 

Latest spiritual messages 

• “Santa Muerte” (Our Lady of the 
Holy Death) might be deseribed as a eyn- 
ie’s unauthorized byproduet of Roman 
Catholieism eurrently festering in drug-ear- 
tel-roiled Mexieo and Central Ameriea and 
is, aeeording to Viee Media, “the world’s 
fastest growing” religion. “Saint Death” 
first appeared only 12 years ago, in the 
Mexieo City barrio of Tepito, and is now 
a first line of proteetion for worshippers in 
danger zones. (Almost 80,000 Mexieans 
have been killed in drug-related violenee 
sinee 2006, Viee reported.) Said an author 
who has studied the religion, “People feel 
more eomfortable asking (Santa Muerte) 
for favors they probably shouldn’t ask a 
Catholie saint for.” 

• Pope Franeis ordered an investigation 


in Oetober of the Italian Riviera dioeese of 
Bishop Mario Oliveri, 70, who is known 
for giving “seeond ehanees” to wayward 
priests from aeross the eountry. Reports 
had surfaeed that, among Mario’s priests 
was one who openly published nude selfies 
on Faeebook, another eaught publiely flirt- 
ing with the wife of a port eaptain, another 
dismissed from a eruise ship for molest- 
ing passengers, and another revealed to 
have a full-body “tribal” tattoo that he had 
exhibited while posing with the tattoo artist 
in the loeal newspaper. The manager of a 
ehureh eharity in the dioeese estimated that 
about half of the bishop’s 175 priests were 
delinquents. 

American scenes

traetor-trailers on Interstate 24 near Chatta- 
nooga, Tennessee, on Nov. 9 left a pileup of 
one truek’s load of eggs, another’s pallets 
of eheese, and the other’s boxes of meat.

Get. 21 story on MLive.eom from Grand 
Traverse County, Miehigan, whieh also 
reported that the man was wearing eamo 
pants).

• A November story from Leigh-on-Sea, 
England, reported that a Senegal parrot 
(apparently feeling restive with its own- 
ers on holiday) managed to piek two loeks 
on its eage and fly away. The seeond loek 
had been installed as insuranee after an ear- 
lier loek-pieking eseape. Also, a missing 
Afriean gray parrot was returned to its Tor- 
ranee, California, owner in Oetober after 


a hiatus in whieh the parrot had learned to 
speak Spanish. On the other hand, a hungry 
5 -foot-long blaek rat snake in Verona, Penn- 
sylvania, had to be saved by surgery after it 
failed to distinguish between ehieken eggs 
in a eoop (tasty) and a nearby eeramie egg 
(life-threatening organ failure).
